A -BIG SOUKOEK OF KEVENUE 
FOR GREAT BRITAIN. 
FACTS REVEALED BY THE BRITISH 
BUDGET WHICH ARE CALCULATED 
TO MAKE PROGAIBITIONISTS WEEP. 


LonDON, April 17.—Mr. Goschen, Chancellor 
of the Exchequer, presented the budget in the 
House of Commons to-day. It shows that the 
expenses exceeded the estimates by £11,600, 
and that the receipts exceeded the estimates by 
over £3,000,000, The duty on aleoholic bever- 
ages realized over £5,800,000, The beer duty 
exceeded the estimates by £270,000. The duty 
on foreign spirits exceeded the estimates by 
£421,000, on home spirits by £1,010,000, and 
on wine by £12,000. Tne total receipts from 
alcoholic beverages, both foreign and domestic, 
exceeded the estimates by $1,800,000. The 
duties on coffee, cocoa, and chicory showed & 
decrease of £17,500, while the duties on tea 
sbowed an increase of £40,000. 

Commenting on the gross revenue from alco- 
holie beverages, £29,265,000, Mr. Goschen said 
that the figures showed a universal rush to the 
beer barrel, the spirit botule, and the wine de- 
canter. Everybody seemed bent on toasting 
the national prosperity and increasing the rev- 
enue. It was a circumstance that must be de- 


plored. A closer examination would not dimin- 
ish the surprise, for the largest increase had 


been—of all the spirits in the world—from rum! 
[Laughter.] He had taken pains to discover who 
drank theram. It was Grunk mainly at sea- 
ports. The inerease from rum had peen 
12 per cent.; from British spirits, 7 per cent.; 
from wine, 10 per cent.; from beer, 4 per cent. ; 
from brandy, 6 percent. In 1888 the number 
of drams taken reached 245,000,000; in 1889, 
275,000,000. It was an extraordinary his- 
torical fact that in the years 1875 and 1876, 
the greatest drinking years recorded, there was 
precisely the same rush and precisely the same 
roportion of revenue from Alfferent spirits. 
foatenaed prosperity, therefore, meant a great 
increasein the consumption of alcoholic drinks. 
The postal receipts exceeded the estimates by 
£100,000. The revenue from the telegraphs 
exceeded the estimates by £90,000, The exact 
surplus reached £3,221,000. 
He said he was glad to give a good account of 
the continued reduction of the national debt, 
which during the last three years had been di- 
minished by leaps and bounds. The total re- 
duction for 1889 reached the aum of #£8,295,- 
000. This amount added to the reductions of 
the previous two years made a grand total of 
223,323,000. This amount was the largest ever 
aid in redaction of the debt during the same 
ength of time. After explaining the result of 
the conversion of the three per cents, Mr. 
Goschen referred to the calling in of pre-Victo- 
rian gold coin, 2,170,000 sovereigns and 314,009 
half sovereigns having come in for reminting. 
There had been a windfall of £774,000 during 
the year frem the profit on circulation. Sliver 
would be utilized to meet the deficit from light 
gold coins, 
Proceeding to the estimates for’ the coming 
year, he said he estimated that there would be 
an expenditure of £86,857,000 and a revenue 
of £90,406,000. As to the disposal of the sur- 
plus of 23,549,000, he said he proposed to allot 
£300,000 to military barracks and to devote 
£100,000 to the equipmentof volunteers. The 
Indian and Colonial postage rate would be re- 
duced to 210d. by any route. The apprentice 
agreement stamp would be reduced to half a 
crown, and the stamp on health insurance poill- 
cies would be abolished. The duties on gold 
and silver plate would also be abolished. — 
The tipplers, who had largely produced the 
surplus, would have a chance to redeem them- 
selves, owing to the reduction of the tea duty 
by 2d. per pound. [Cheers.] He said he was 
opposed to the total abolition of the tea duty, 
because it was the only vehicie whereby the 
non-smoker and non-drinker could contribute 
to the revenue. Next, the duty on currants 
would be reduced from 7s. to 2s. per hundred- 
weight. The increased beer duty temporarily 
imposed in 1889 would be taken off. The in- 
habited house duty would be reduced and all 
working-class tenements under £20 rental 
would be exempt from the house tax. [Cheers. ] 
Turning from imperial to local finance, Mr. 
Goschen proposed to raise revenue for Oounty 
Council purposes by an increased duty of 6d. 
per galion on spirits and 3d. per barre] on beer. 
{‘*Hear, hear!” and “Ob, oh!”] This would 
yieid 21,000,000. He hoped tne friends of tem- 
perance would be satisfied and that publicans 
would take a broad view of the question. 
In coneluding, Mr. Goschen said he trusted 
that the budget would be recognized as an en- 
deavor to afford relief in various directions 
without resorting to violent measures. He 
spoke three hours. 

Sir William Vernon-Hareourt congratulated 
Mr. Goschen upon the country’s satisfactory 
financial prospect. 

The Right Hon. H. ©. Raikes, Postmaster 
General, said he was inhope that the negotia- 
tions that had recently been renewed with the 
United States Government looking te the ‘es- 
tablishment of a parcels post between Great 
Britain and that country would be successful. 





LOST AIS TEMPER IN COURT. 





A LAWYER ORDERED TO JAIL, BUT HE 
APOLOGIZES AND IS FORGIVEN. 


PITTSBURG, Penn., April 17.—There was are- 
markable scene in the License Court here to- 
day. President Judge Ewing had just resumed 
his labors after being absent a day on account 
of iliness due to overwork. J. M. Caldwell, a 
well-known attorney, wanted a petition filed in 
the case of Mrs. Eliza Adams. 

The court refused to hear him, and Caldwell 
grew very much excited. He was ordered to 
keep quiet and take his seat. He refused. 
“You, Judge Ewing,” said he, *‘made the asser- 
tion that this woman kept a bad and @sorderly 
nouse. This is not true, and your Honor had no 
reason to say any such thing. It is an outrage 
on justice. lt isan outrage on the widow and 
her orphan children. Justice cries out.” 

“Mr. Caldwell, I order your arrest,” said 
Judge Ewing. 

“Tam ready and willing to go. I care noth- 
ing for myself, but the poor woman that bas 
been outraged. This case shall be heard. The 
public shall hear of this great injustice, this 
most grievous wrong. I shall take occasion to 
let the people know this, and some other things 
in relation to this case and this License Court, 
Your Honor will be sorry for this some day. I 
intend to tell all I know.” 

Judge Ewing became pale with indignation,’ 
but did ‘not lose his presenee of mind. Cald- 
well took his seat, with the remark: “I am 
ready to go with the Sheriff.” 

Before that officer could lead him across the 
*“*bridge of sighs” to the county jail, however, 
Attorney Caldwell arose and made a most 
abject and complete apology. The Judge for- 
gave him with a kindly smile, and said for the 
present he wouldn’t need to go to jail. He also 
said that Mrs. Adams’s application for license 
had been marked “grantea” several days ago. 





A NEW DESTRUOTIVE INSEOT. 

ALBANY, April 17.—Before the Albany Insti- 
tute at ite recent meeting State Entomologist 
Lintner read a paper upon the progress of the 
atuay of insects during the past year. He said 
that anew insect pest has appeared in New- 
Jersey and Pennsylvania the past year, and 
may be expected further north soon. 

The larger number of these pests, he said, 
were brought to us from Europe. They came 
from the south of France, and from their habits 
they are calied the cowhorn fly, or the buffalo 
fly. The scientific name is Nemotopea serapa. 

Exaggerated stories have been told of the 
evil work done, but it has been found not so 
bad as was reported. The effect is probably to 
decrease the yield of milk by worrying the 
cows. The application of oil to the hides of 
eattle is a goed preventive. 

The saw fiy-weevil has been discovered at the 
Cornell Experiment Station. 





A NEW OHAPTER HOUSE AT YALE. 

NeEw-HAVEN, Conn., April 17.—Ground was 
broken to-day for a new Zeta Phi Chapter house 
at Yale. The structure will cost about $10,000. 
The Yale ehapter of Zeta Phi was established in 
May, 1889, as the twenty-third chapter of the 
fraternity. 

The society has branches in nearly all the im- 
portant colleges and universities of the coun- 
try, having ite strongest chapters at Colambia, 
Harvard, the University of Pennsylvania, and 
Cornell. Chapters also are situated at the Uni- 
versity of Michigan and University of Cal- 
ifornia.

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WARNING NOI HEKDED. 


SHOT DEAD IN HIS HOTEL BY AN 
ANGRY AND JEALOUS HUSBAND. 


DvuBuQuE, Iowa, April 17.~-A tragedy oc- 
curred at North MoGregor last night. About 
‘midnight George Cornell of this city, engineer 
ef the Chicago, Milwaukee ana St. Paul Rail- 
road between Dubuque and McGregor, and son 
of Roadmaster Cornell of the same road, was 
shot by Jay G. Grinnell, official stenographer 
in Judge Granger’s court. 

Grinnell has been for years a member of 
Dubuque’s fashionable society, and, although 
known by many to be a man of evil habits, 
managed to conceal his character from the 
Knowledge of the general public. Several years 


ago he was married to Miss Glenn of Clayton 
County. They resided in MoGregor and have a 
boy avout seven years of age. 

Grinpell, after his marriage, apparently aban- 
doned many of his former habits, and was not 
only greatly deveted to his wife, but insanely 
jeaious of her. About two months ago he first 
became aware that his wife was receiving at- 
tention from Cornel). He called on Cornell’s 
father several times and received from him 
oxitive assurances that the son should cease 
ig attentions to Mrs. Grinnell, and at last, 
hoping to break up the relutions between his 
wife and Cernell, he removed to this city and 
engaged rooms at « boarding house on Maine- 
street. 

Cornell’s run on the road kept him in Me- 
Gregor over uight, and by bringing bis wife to 
this city Grinnell velieved he could bring about 
® separation between his wife and her lover. 
He sent word to Cornell that unless he discon- 
tinued his attentions to Mrs. Grinnell he would 
shoot him eon sight, kut Cornell paid no atten- 
tion to the threat 

About two weeke ago Grinnell was called by 
his official duties to McGregor. His wife nc- 
companied him to the station, and as she kissed 
him good-bye Cornell, whe was standing at a 
second-story window in the Duilding, remarked 
to a oompanion as he pointed to Griunell:

on sight.” 

A few days later Mrs. Grinnell drove to the 
station to meet her husband on his return. 
Cornell was standing by the buggy conversing 
with her, wher his father came slong and 
warned him go out of the way, as Grinnell was 
coming on the approaching train. 

The next day Grinnell! left for MeGregor, tak- 
ing his boy with him, and it was reported he 
and his wife had separated and that she was 
going to relatives iv California, but she still re- 
mains at her boarding house in this city and 
was driving about the city this morning in com- 
pany with a stranger, wholly uneonscious of 
what had occurred last night in McGregor. 
Cornell left Dubuque last night on his engine 
and arrived at McGregor shortly after 11 
e’clock. He went to the hotel of his uncie, and 
while washing he looked into the mirror and 
saw Grinnell approaching him. He turned, and 
as he did Grinnell tired, the ball passing 
through Cornell’s head. Cornell fell to the 
floor, and Grinnell was walking coolly away 
when he was seized by the spectators. He 
made no resistance, and was Kept in the hotel 
until tbis morning, when he was handed over 
to the authorities. 

Roadmaster Cornell left for MoGregor on the 
early train this morning and brought his sen’s 
remains to Dubuque to-night. Cornell lived 
until to-day about noon, when he expired. 

The dead man was twenty-nine years of age. 
He was married in Belleview abeut three years 
»go to the daughter of George G. Banghart. It 
was a runaway mateh, and a few monihs ago 
they separated, Mrs. Cornell returning to her 
mother’s home, in Cascade, where her two chil- 
dren reside. For the past two weeks she has 
been visiting her brothers in Chicago, where 
she is at present, 

Grinneli’s friends are already setting up the 
plea of insanity. They claim that his plan was 
to avoid publicity of the scandal by sending his 
wife to California, but that she declined to go, 
and that brooding over his troubles he resolved 
to take the life of the man who he believed to 
be the destreyer of his happiness. Grinnell, in 
his younger days, led a wild and reckless life,

THE PARTY WILL NOMINATE FOR GOV-

NO MORE “TRIOING UP.” 





THIS MODE OF PUNISHMENT TO BE 


ABOLISHED IN. THE NAVY. 


WASHINGTON, April 17.—Secretary Windom 
had a consultation with Capt. Shepard, Chief, df 
the Revenus Marine Division, this afternoon in 
regard to the case of Capt. M. A. Healy of the 
Revenue Marine. 

This officer was recently tried at San Fran- 
eisco by a special commission, of which the 
Colleetor of the Port was President, on charges 
of cruelty and drunkenness while in command 
of the revenue steamer Bear on her cruise in 
Alaskan waters last Summer. The commission 
acquitted Capt. Healy of both charges, but 
recommended that the method of punishment 
known as ‘‘tricing up,” which was resorted to 
by Capt. Healy in the case of several mutinous 


sailorg® be prohibited by order of the depart- 
ment. 


The result of to-day’s consultation was the 
approval ef the findings of the commission and 
the adoption of the recommendation for the 
prohibition of “ tricing up” as a means of pun- 
ishment in the Revenue Marine Service. 





A SAD DROWNING ACCIDENT. 

SING SING, N. Y., April 17.—William Der 
Northrup, aged nineteen, a student in Dr. D. 
A. Helbrook’s Military School here, was 
drowned in the Croton River this afternoon. 
With G. E. Foster, Jr., he took a rowboat and 
rowed up to the Croton River, and, as the 
weather was warm, Northrup decided to goin 
swimming. Foster remained on the bank 
Northrup swam across the narrow stream, and 
was half way back when, it 1s supposed, he was 
taken with a cramp and sank. 

Foster was so excited that he could do nothing 
to save his friend’s life; but after trying in vain 
to find the body gave the alarm in the village. 
A large number of the eadets searched for the 
boay, but up to a late hour this evening 1t had 
not been recovered. The place where Northrup 
went down is known as the “deep hole,” close 
to the site of the old wire mill, and where a 
dozen persons have been drowned. 

Northrup was one of the best swimmers in 
the school, and stood very nizh in all his classes, 
He had earned three honor ehevrons for his 
proticiency. He was the son of N. B. Northrup, 
a large glove manufacturer at Johnstown, N. Y.

BOOTHS SHOT RECALLED. 


A CURIOUS AND NEW STORY FROM A 
MONTREAL MAN. 


DetTrRoIT, Mich., April 17.—An echo of the 
shot fired by J. Wiikes Booth in Ford’s Theatre, 
Washington, twenty-five years ago last Mon- 
day, by which Abraham Lincoln received his 
mortal wound, was heard to-day in Detroit. 
Thomas Casey, a typical Irishman of sixty 
years or more, stood in front of the Opera House 
this afternoon intently studying the show 
bill that bore the name of Edwin Booth, who 
is playing an engagement here. He asked 
@ man standing near him if Edwin Booth was 
any relation to J. Wilkes Booth. Being assured 
that he was, Mr. Casey repairod to the hotel to 


tell Mr. Booth the following remarkable story, 
now repeated for the first time: 

In June, 1865, while Mr. Casey was an auc- 
tioneer in Quebes, a schooner cailed the Emma 
loaded at Montreal with oil for Nassau. in the 
cargo were seven large tanks marked “J. W. B., 
Nassau, to be calied for.” The schooner 
passed Quebeo, but a short distance below that 
city a storm struck her and she was wrecked. 
The erew and officers were never seen, but the 
derelict was picked up by sume Quebec sailors 
who claimed sslvage. The goods recovere 
were put into the Admiralty Court to be 
sold, and ‘Thomas Casey was the auc- 
tioneer to whom the sale was intrust- 
ed. He opened the seven trunks and 
found them iilied with rich velvet suits, jew- 
eled daggera, armors, heimets, plumes, and 
various other theatrical accessories. O/d let- 
ters bearing the address “J. Wilkes Bootn’’ and 
hundreds of tickets with the initials “J. W. B.” 
were also found. 

The goods were much damaged by water. 
For some of them there was no call, and Mr. 
Casey kept them. The sailors realized $300, 
and $360 was deposited to the credit of J. 
Wilkes Booth or his heirs. Mr. Casey had never 
heard of J. Wilkes Booth. Away down in Que- 
bec he took but little interest in the 
atfairs that were then interesting the American 
mind, and he made no effort te find the owner, 
who, he then supposed, was drowned en the 
Emma, nor bad ne any interest in inquiring 
for Booth’s relatives. in the lapse of time the 
affair escaped his memory and he did not think 
ot it again until to-day. 

Casey’s endeavor to see Edwin Booth was 
futile. He was not in his room and no reply 
was Ueigned toanote in which the writer in- 
timated that he might be able to impart some 
information of interest about J. Wilkes Booth. 
A subsequent interview with Mr. Arthur Chase, 
Mr. Booth’s manager, was equally fruitiess, Mr. 
Chase informing Casey that the great tragedian 
would tolerate no allusions to or conversaiious 
about his brother from any source whatever. 

The fact that the trunks were consigned to 
Nassau leads to the belief that J. Wilkes Booth 
eviuently hoped to escape to the Bahama Isl- 
ands and there resume bis profession, believ- 
ing, no doubt, that his offense would be con- 
sidered a political one and that he would be 
safe in a toreign country. 

Casey is aresident of Montreal who happens 
to be visiting this city.

LOW BRIDGES WANTED. 





OBJECTIONS TO THE PROPOSED HARLEM 
_ RIVER IMPROVEMENTS, 


Boston, April 17.—Ex-Gov. Robinson ap- 
peared to-day before the Committee on Federal 
Relations of the Legislature in support of the 
resolutions to Congress asking that if the im- 
provements of the Harlem River are made 
they be dene in such a way that the present 
railroad communications with New-York be not 
interrupted, and asking that bridges be allowed 
with fixed spans twenty-five feet above high- 
water mark. He explained that the present 
scheme before Congress was to make a ship 
canal of Harlem River and Spuyten Duyvil 
Creek, so that large vessels could pass from the 
East River through te the Hudson, 

While this would save a number of miles for 
such vessels, it would practically cut off New- 
York from the Sop since every railroad 
entering New-York from the East crosses this 
river. He stated that he appeared as counsel 
for the New-York, New-Haven and Hartford 
Railroad, but hau secured letters from the offi- 
eials of other roads, and he read first a letter 
from President Choate of the Old Colony on the 
loss to New-England. The mails would be de- 
layed and uncertain, and all sorts of trans- 
portation would be subject to vexatious hin- 
drances. 

Letters indorsing thie position were read from 
otiicers of the Boston and Maine, Fitenbury, 
and New-York and New-Engiand Rallroads, 

Gov. Robinson said that if Congress carried 
out this scheme the vessels would have the 
right of way over the trains, and the draws 
would have to be kept open most of the time, 
The only way of avoiding the interruption of 
business would be by high suspension bridges 
or by tunnels, which would be almost imprac- 
tieable or weuld cost millions. In place or this 
he asked that Congress be requested to allow 
bridges with twenty-five feet ciear from high 
water. These wouid allow barges, canal boats, 
and tugs to pass, and would satisfy all reason- 
able demands of trade.

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RAILROADS HAVE TROUBLE 


THRBATENED STKIKE ON THE 
NEW-YORK OENTRAL. 

AND ANOTHER IS FEARED BY THE RAIL- 
ROADS CENTRING AT PITTSBURG— 
THE SITUATION ALARMING, 


ALBANY, N. Y., April 17.—Notwithstanding 
statements to the contrary coming trom New- 
York City, the employes on the Central-Hudson 
Railroad are preparing for a big strike, which 
they promise will equa! that of 1877. Their 
chief grievance is against Theodore Voorhees. 
The men assert that it has been his policy ever 
since he became General Superintendent to our- 
tail expenses and double the work of the men. 
The first aggressive step was taken by the 
men to-day when the firemen refused to operate 
switches at remote places where the flagmen’s 
services had been dispensed with. This neces- 
sitated a waiting of freight trains until switch- 
men could be procured from other places. 
Meetings are being hela by employes frequent- 
ly. The West Shore men atill hold eut, ana it 
now iovks as though the Central men will have 
to strike alone if a strike is finally agreed upon. 
Lockport, N. Y., April 17.—The threatened 
general strike in the New-York Central Ruil- 
road is believed to be near at hand. The men 


are forming in anticipation of such a move- 
ment Alnan sent out from the New-York 
Switchmen’s and Brakemen’s Knights of Labor 
Assemblies are getting the men together in 
each place and urging them to sign a contract 
to go out when the order ta given. 

From private and reliable advices it is learned 
thatthe Exeeutive Committee of the Knights 
Assembly of the entire Vanderbilt systems have 
had » meeting, and the grievances of the men 
and the burden of the new policy of tne oper- 
ating @epartment laid before them. They have 
asked for the removal of the General Superin- 
tendent of the Central, claiming that his dicta- 
torial and unreasonable policy is the cause of 
the trouble among the men. 

Orders have been received on the Falls 
Branch of the Central which will lay oft nearly 
abundred men. Fifty reguiar workmen are to 
gO, and the work trains are to be redueed eight 
or ten men each. It fairiy made the heads of 
departments sick when the order was received. 
It eame suddenly, without warning. It is 
claimed, and the only excuse is, that the oper- 
ating expenses must be reduced. General 
dissatisfaction ts everywhere expressed, from 
the lowest laborer to the ofliceof Superin- 
tendent. 

That the matter will affect the Western roads 
of the Vanderbilt system is everywhere con- 
ceded, and such a strike would see one of the 
most serious labor movements this country has 
witnessed in some time. It ia said to-night the 
men are ready to stop work at a moment's 
notice. 

PITTSBURG, Penn., April 17.—At a meeting of 
the dissatisfied yardmen of the nineteen Pitts- 
burg railways, lasting until 12 o’clock to-night, 


it was decided to make one more attempt to 
seeure the recognition of the Federated Order 
of Railway Employes in the effort to secure an 
advance of wages and redress of grievances. 
The proposition to strike has not yet been 
finally passed upon; meanwhile the companies 
are preparing for auy emergepoy. 

he day was taken up with ominous confer- 
ences on both sides. At a meeting held last 
night the Switchmen’s Association, backed by 
the Federated Order ef Kailway Employes, had 
decided to treat with the railways a8 an organ- 
ization, declining to send acommitteeof its own 
employes to each company. This isin direct 
opposition to the decision of the railway Super- 
intendents announced yesterday. 

Early in the forenoon the superintendents of 
the several Pennsylvania lines, the Baitimore 
and Obie, Pitcasburg and Western, Pittsburg and 
Lake Erie, and Alleghany Valley held a secret 
conference. It was agreed that they sould not 
reeede from the position taken yesterday, and 
an adjournment was taken for consultation by 
wire with general officers East and West. 

At 4 P, M. the Superintendents met again 
and decided to stand together come what may. 
[t was held that the Federated Order of Rail- 
way Employes waa rapidly gssuming gigantic 

roportions and growing in strength daily. 
There was, therefore, no more oppertune time 
than now to cut loose frem it. 

During the afternoon Superintendent Pitcairn 
of the Pittsburg Division of the Pennsylvania 
Railroad Was in consultation with Roger 
O’ Mara, Assistant Superintendent of the Pitts- 
burg Police Department and local representa- 
tive of the Pinkerton Agency, with Col. Nor- 
man L, Smith of the Eighteenth Regiment, Na- 
tional Guard of Pennsylvania, and Dr. A, E. 
McCandless, Sheriff of Allegheny County. 
What was done can only be conjectured, but 
there is an evident intention to prepare for 
emergeneies. 

The railway officials admitted that they felt 
nervous. They deciared that they didn’t want 
a@ repetition of the riots of 1877, when $6,000,- 
000 worth of property was destroyed and 
twenty-eight lives were sacrificed. 

Meanwhile the dissatisfied railway employes 
have been very orderly. There is very little 
drinking, and no threats are made. It was 
said that seventy-five railroaders trom other 
cities had been Drought in last night, and one 
hundred more to-day, but the switchmen’s 
scouts, Who have been watching every avenue 
of entrance, say this is notso. At noon a meet- 
ing of yardmen was held at Twenty-eighth- 
street in response to a call signed ‘* Commit- 
tee.” It was found to bea scheme of the non- 
federation men, who favored tighting simply 
foran advance of wages. The federation peo- 
ple, however, captured the meeting, whieh 
promptly broke into two sections. 

j Nash was made Chairman of the non- 
federation crowd which will ask an advance 
of 10 per cent. for yard cenductors and 18 
per cent. for brakemen. The federation people 
say that this is a scheme of the Pennsylvania 
Ratlroad to divide the organization and secure a 
compromise. 

Representatives of the Yardmen’s Brother- 
hood, includiug Vice Chief Downey and mem- 
bers of the Executive Committee of the Feder- 
ated Order of Railway Employes, arrived to- 
day, and shortly afterward went into executive 
session with members of the real Grievance 
Committee. While in session the committee 
received elx telexrams from organizations in 
other cities offering support, financial aid, and 
otherwise, in case a strike was declared. 





TRAP RESS WEED 
‘SPINNERS LOCKED OUT. 

FALL RIVER, Mass., April 17.—What practical- 
ly amounts to a lock-out began to-day at the 
Weetamoe Miil in this eity. Wednesday the 
Brotherhood team came down here to exhibit 
their prowess, and proved too great an attrac- 
tion for the thirty-two spinners in the Weeta- 
moe Mill. The mule room was notrun Wednes- 
day afternoon. The thirty-two spinners and all 
the backboys went to the ball game, and to-day 
the mill people took their turn. 

At the hour for starting work none of the 
usual signals was given, and the entire mill 
has been silent to-day. The men gave no notice 
of their intention to stop out in the afternoon, 
and Treasurer Lindsey is not yet ready to say 
what course he will adopt with the spinners, 
who admit that their sporting tastes led them 
too far and regret their action. They see that 
they have given the authorities a good excuse 
for shutting down, which in the present state 
of overproduction they were not sorry to em- 
brace, 

The Treasurer says that they preferred to 
stop now rather than when there is money in 
eotion manufacturing. It is not deeided 
when the mill will resume work, probably 
not for some days.

PORTSMOUTH, N. H., April 17.—A largely-at- 
tended meeting of carpenters, painters, and 
bricklayers was held to-night for the purpose of 
adjusting, if possible, the trouble now existing 
asaresum of their demand for nine nours, 
Several speakers advised the workmen toor- 
ganize. As a# result, unions will be organized 
and an effort be made to bring the strike to a 
close. 

PORTLAND, Oregon, April 17.—It is estimated 
there are now 1,500 carpenters, bricklayers, 
and other tradesmen out of employment in this 
city by reason of the lock-out deelared yester- 
day by the builders’ union ef carpenters. They 
say that non-union men cannot be had, and they 
propose to stand firm.

®BOILERMAKER STRIKE. 
A strike, which has been impending the last 
week among the boilermakers in all the steel 
and iron works of thiscity, came to a head yes- 


terday when 200 men in the employ 
of Handreu & Robins refused to work. 
This action was followed by the men 


in the Fietcher Iron Works, the Peo- 


ple’s Iron Works, (MeCurdy & Warden,) the 
Quintard lron Works, and Slater’s Iron Works 
quitting work. It was reported yesterday after- 
noon that alithe boilermakere at the Mergan 
Iron Works and the New-Yurk, Works would 
follow suit; that the men were only holding 
back until a similar movement should be inati- 
tuted in Philadeiphia, Chester, Baltimore, and 
Richmond. 

Although the striké in its present form is com- 
paratively insignificant, it is teared that with 
trousle pending iu the English royal dockyards 
the most gerious consequences may result 
berore long. Without exception every 
member of the iron and =<steel firms 
in this city, 80 far as it was 
able to learn yesterday, attributes the 
cause of the strike directly to the methods at 
preseat in vogue in the navy yards of the 
country. Vurious causes are ascribed by the 
men at the Quintard works, Handreu & Rob- 
ins’s, and at McCurdy & Warden’s, but in- 
quiries reveal the fact that the men in the pri- 
vate yards demand the same considerations 
given at the navy yard. [tie asserted that boiler- 
makers, especialiy riveters and caulkers, are not 
only working a less numberof hours in the navy 
yards but are paid higher wages than are given 
atany of the private establishments in this 
city. With the exception of McCurdy & Ward- 
en’s works, ail the private establishments pay 
riveters $2 70 per day for ten hours’ work. 
At MeCuruy & Wardeun’s place riveters are 
paid $2 80 perday. In comparisen with these 
ligures, riveters employed at the Brookiyn 
Navy Yard receive $3 04 per day, working but 
eight hours. The result is that the private 
establishments are being drained of men, who 
are leaving to accept tnese better positions. The 
same state of atfairs is reported from William 
Cramp & Son’s yard in Philadelphia, the Roach 
Works in Chester, and from various establish- 
roents iu Baltimore and Richmond. From these 
latter yards the men have usualiy made 


their way to the Norfolk Navy Yard, 
the oity of Norfolk being unable to 
meet the Government demand. It is 


thought that as soon as the boiler work on 
cruisers Nos. 7 and 8 begins at the Brooklyn 
yard the demand for men will be so great that 
the private establishments will in a great 


Measure ‘be brought to a standstilL The 
number of skilled marine boiler mak- 
ers in and avout New-York City is 


decidedly limited, and any call from outside 
sources is immediately felt in the private es- 
tablishments. Until within the last six 
months the work in progress at the Brookiyn 
yard has been little more than repairs, 
but now the machinery and boiler work for 
the large eruisers is being undertaken wholly 
by the steam Engineering Department, with 
the consequence that men necessary to do tho 
werk have had to be called from the private 
yards. — 

Mr. Miers Coryell, resident engineer of the 
Cromwell Line, said yesterday: ‘We had a 
gang of boilermakers from shore at work on the 
boilers of the Knickerbocker. We learned that 
the strike was to be instituted, and endeav- 
ered to persuade the men to work over hours and 
finish up the job on’ hand. They did so until 
Ordered to quit by representatives of their or- 
ganization. We were not haudicapped, theugh, 
as we went ahead and finished the work our- 
selves. The immediate cause of the strike isa 
demand for higher wages, but indirectly it is 
due to.the effect produced by the navy yards 
paying higher wages than private firms can 
affurd to give. Something must be done at 
once to prevent this competition between the 
Government and private firms. I[ understand 
that there is serious fear of a great strike 
breaking Oat anu extending over all England 
and Scotland, due to the difference in pay in 
the Governwent yards and that of private 
tirms.”’ 

At all the other works visited the same com- 
plaint of Government competition was made, 
and fears of serious trouble were expressed. 
Between thirty and forty of the men employed 
at the People’s Iron Works have struck for $3 
a day. ‘The firm will accede to this demand. 
At Fletcher’s works the strikers returned to 
work, but were uneasy. At the Quintard 
Werks ouly sixteen men were out, 

The strike of the pautaloon makers was en- 


livened toward evening yesterday by a fight 
with one of the eontractors and the police. The 


Strike Committee went to the shop of Louis Ra- 
binsky, a sub-contractor at 26 Orebard-street, 
to try and tuke away several men who bad 
gonetowork. They gotinto a dispute with Ru- 
binsky and charged him with biting off the finger 
ofa committeeman. Rubinsky ran ap the street 
ana met Officer Morris Cohen or tne Eldridge- 
street police station and complained that he 
had been assaulied by astriker, and pointed 
out as his assailant ® man who was running 
away. The officer gave chase, but the man 
escaped, and then both officer and Rubinsky 
went to 165 East Broadway, the headquarters 
of the strikers, to look for him. They found 
him. When Officer Cohen tried to arrest him 
he was surrounded by the crowd of strikers. 
Cohen drew his revolver, and the strikers 
ee that they took away both his pistol and 
elu 

Officer Robert Henry hurried in and another 
policeman, but they had great trouble with the 
infuriated crowd that prevenoted them from ar- 
resting their man, who escaped. The polica 
then arrested Ida Ginsberg, Solomen Lubitz, 
Pincus Levine, aud Mat Shososky, all strikers, 
and took them to the Eldridge-street station 
house, where they were locked up on charges 
of rescuing a prisoner and assaulting the police. 

The strikers managed to win over several 
more eontractors, who pledged themselves to 
pay union rates of wages and work their hands 
ony ten hours a day.

VIENNA, April 17.—The riotous ceal miners at 
Ostrau, in Moravia, have compelled a complete 
cessation of work in the wines. Troops guard 
the houses occupied by miners who are willing 
to work, 

The latest news is that the strikers attacked 
a@ party of soldiers, and that in the fight that 
followed three of the miners were killed and 
wany wounded. The treopsin the mining dis- 
tricts have been reinforced. 

In the Ostrau and Karwin districts there are 
30,000 miners out on strike. Themen demand 
a working day of eight hears and the settle 
ment of minor grievances. 

The mine owners of Rokonitz have asked the 
Governor of Prague to send troops. The 
Ostrau strikers to-night attecked a sugar fac- 
tory at Kunzendorf and a cellulose factory at 
Ratiman, and compelled the hands to leave 
work, 

BERLIN, April 17.—The Executive Committee 
of the United Guilds has issued an appeal to 
the members of the various guilds asking them 
to use their influenee with the workmen to 
bring about a general observanee of the Buss- 
tag, (fast day,) which occurs on April 30. The 
factories and shops will be elosed en that day. 
The appeal further requests the members of 
the guilds to warn workmen who propose to 
take part in the labor demonstration on May 1 
that they will incur the risk of losing their 
Places if they do so.

PRIOH TWO OENTS. 
A SILK FIRM EMBARRASSED 


THE SILK HOUSB OF FRANEZ 
& OO. ASSIGNS. 
LIABILITIES OF $900,000, WITH ASSETS 
or $1,200,.000—HOPEFUL OF RE- 

SUMING BUSINESS. 


The silk trade was surprised yesterday by 
the announcement of the suspension of the 
well-known firm of Louis Franke & Co., im- 
porters of raw silk at 110 Grand-street and 
manufacturers of thrown silk at Paterson, N. J. 
The partners in the firm, Louis Franke and 
Heury W. Struss, made a general assignment 
without preference to Lawyer Adolphus H. 
Stoiber. 

Rumors had been eurrent for several days 
past that a large silk house was in trouble, but 
the trade had no idea that Louis Franke & Co. 
was the embarrassed cencern. The firm had 
always stood well and was supposed to havea 
capital of at least $500,000. In the trade the 
greatest sympathy was expressed for the firm, 
and it was hoped that its embarrassment would 
be only temporary and that it would be able to 
get an extension from its creditors. The 
liabilities of the firm are said to be upward of 
$900,000, with nominal assets of $1,200,000. 

The trouble is attributed to inability to raise 
money to meet maturing obligations, the strin- 
genoy of the money market, the stoppage of 
accommodations by the banks, and losses sus- 
tained by the recent falluresin this city and 
Paterson. It is said the firm was caught in all 
the reeent failures in the silk trade, that it has 
been carrying a great many small concerns 
who do not pay promptly, and that it found 
great difficulty in making collections. The out- 
Standing accounts are said to be very large. 
The firm did a large business, was liberal in 
credits, giving large lines and long time to its 
customers. It imported the bulx of its raw 


silk from France, China, and Japan, and also 
boughtin the local market. It is said it was 
among the few firms that bought heavily of 
raw silk in 1888 when prices were very low, 
and it was supposed to have made a large profit 
by the advance in prices. It generally carried 
a stock of about $500,000. It sold the raw silk 
to the trade and also manufactured it into 
thrown silk and yarns. The firm’s paper here- 
tofere had soid at low rates as gilt-eaged, but 
recently, it is said, it found it very difficult to 
dispose of it, although its finaneial condition 
was not questioned. 

From wsradstree’s reports it appears that 
Louis Franke started in vusiness about 1865 in 
@® emall way a8 a manufacturer of silk dress 
trimmings. He made money and increased his 
business. Mr. Struss became a partner in 1872. 
In 1876 they started a factory in Paterson, 
where they began throwing Silk, selling to 
trimming manulacturers, gradualiy working 
out of their own manufacture of dress trim- 
mings until 1879, when they sold that branch 
of their business, it was said, for $35,000, In 
January, 1885, Peter Busch became a partner, 
and the style was changed from Louis Franke 
to Louis Franke & Co. On Feb. 1, 1889, John 
G. Borgstede, who had been for several yoara 
in the employ of the firm, was admittei as a 
general partner. Both Mr. Busch and Mr, 
— withdrew from the firm Jan. 1, 





The firm’s factory property at Paterson, with 
the machinery, eost, it is said, $200,000, and is 
without any incumbrance. Mr. Franke, it is 
said, also owned a residence at 31 East Seventy- 
second-street in thiscity, which cost $60,000. 
The inventory of Jan. 2, 1889, showed assets of 
$1,132,100, consisting of merchandise, $591,- 
281; accounts and bills receivable, $298,511; 
real estate and maehinery, $200,000; eash, 
$40,707; office fixtures, $1,600. The liabilities, 
consisting of accounts and bills payable, were 
$519,820, leaving a surplus of $612,280. 

Mr. Franke said yesterday that he did not 
call the assignment a4 failure, as he felt sure 
that it was only a temporary embarrassment, 
for the firm had a good surplus of over $300,- 
000. The firm was solvent, but was unabie to 
raise money to tide over its diffienlty. That 
was the cause of the assignment. [t has prop- 
erty valued at $200,000 in Paterson, free and 
clear, with a perfectly good title, but eould 
not raise the money wanted onit. lt had tried 
various savings banka and other sources to get 
@ Joan, but wus unable to do sv. The liabilities, 
he said, were between $800,000 and $900,000, 
and the assets were worth $1,200,000 in mer- 
chandise, aceounts, and property. He expected 
to-have a statement ready in a few aays whick 
would show exactly how the firm stands. 








WANTED IN BOSTON. 





AN ALLEGED SWINDLER ARRESTED IN 
NEW-YORK. 


Boston, April 17.—A Boston Police Inspector 
arrested in New-York City to-day Samuel Fas- 
senden, Treasurer of the Cape Cod Canal Com- 
pany, charged with the embezzlement of nearly 
$2,000 worth of stock belonging to the wife of 
Charles H. Jenkins of Waverly. 

According to Jenkins, on Feb. 13 he agreed 
to loan to Fessenden half the money the latter 
might secure as a loan on 900 shares of the 
stock of the Electrical Glass Company, of which 


company Jenkins is Superintendent. Fessen- 
den the next day went to Jenkins and told nim 
that he had made arrangements with President 
Clark of the Suffolk Trust Oompany by which 
he would secure 4 loan that noon. Mr. Jenkins 
accordingly gave to Fessenden the 900 shares 
of ateck, but he now claims that he did not re- 
ceive any of the money. Later he ressived 500 
of the shares back. Since that time Mr. Jen- 
kins has not seen Fessenden. However, in 
March he received word from the West Newton 
Savings Bank that a note for $600, which 
money the bank had advanced on 300 shares of 
the stock, together with the interest on the 
loan, would fail due in a few days. He also 
get word rrom Mr. King of the firm of Bryant 
& King, 57 South-street, that a note 
for $250, which money he had advanced 
on the other 100 shares, was also due. Upon 
investigaiion, Mr. Jenkins, it is alleged, found 
that in each case Fesseuden had received the 
money, and as he appeared to bave appro- 
priated it for his Own use 4 warrant was se- 
cured for his arrest with the above result. 
Fessenden is about forty-five years old, and 
his home is in Sandwich, where he has for some 
time been Treasurer of the Cape Cod Canal 
Company. He has a family living in San Fran- 
cisco, where he formerly resided. Recently he 
was charged by a Boston newspaper with steal- 
ing the funds of achurcb at Sandwich, and he 
immediately brought a suit for lipel.

SENATOR COCKRELL EXPOSES THE 


SCHEME TO GET RID OF THE MERIT | 


SisTiM BY SLOW DEGREES. 


WASHINGTON, April 1'7.—It was net a fleld day 
for the Repubiioans in the Senate to-day, Oust 
the , rvocedings were suoh that the Demecrats 
enjoyed the sitting immensely. The House 
joint resolutiun providiog for the appointment 
of thirty aduitioual medical examiners for the 
Pension Office, without subjecting them to the 
rivil service rules and regulations, furnished 
the D moorsts in general and Mr, Cockreli in 
petcua, bh: iex fora pretty severe arraign- 
ioantvo. tae Kepublia: Party for its broken 
pe es of civil service re.orm, The attack was 
so trong, indeed, that the Republicans were 
ti al y forocd 'o Blup! & very material amend- 
mos to he mea ure, in the line of the wishes 
oi irieuds of the merit system, and it ts not cer- 
tain that they will not have to yield still farther 
before the resolution is passed. 

When the joint resolution was taken up as 
uniin shed business Mr. Faulkner called at:en- 
tion ty the last clause of tue tirst section, which 
reads as foliows: “The examination for the 
appointment of these medical examiners shall 
be in the discretion and under the supervision 
of the Seoretary of the Interior.” Mr, Faulkner 
regarded this viause aa a repeal of the civil 
service law so far as it applied to medical ex- 
aminers. [t wae in direct antagonism to the 
platform of the Republican Party. There was 
no emergency which required the passage of 
such a provision. The eligible list of persons 
who had passed their civil service examination 
for medical examiners was now 6o full that the 
whole thirty additional examiners called tor 
by the joint resolution could be selected from 


it without any dolay whatever. For these 
reasons Mr. Faulkner moved te strike out the 
clause. 

There was a brief pause when the West Vir- 
inia Senater sat down. {he Democrats waited 
fn vain for any expianation from the Repub- 
icans, and finally Mr. Cockrell, who had re- 
fused to join in the report for the joint 
resolution submitted by the rare fy het ae 
Committee, took the flour, He had hoped, he 
gaid, that some member of the “great civil 
service reform party” would raise bis head in 
defense of the principles of civil service reform, 
but he was cieonpetnses. The measure was the 
product of the Republican Party after 1t had 
geen the handwriting on the wall, * Weighed in 
the baiance and found wanting,” ag the 
Republican Party would be in 1892, 
Mr. Cockrell wanted to know what was 
the meaning and waat the object of this attack 
upon the civi) service law and the Civil Service 
Commission. Was it, he asked, because under 
the operation of the iaw the Pension Commis- 
sioner could not select thirty competent sur- 
geonsto be competent examinere ‘ Was that 
the reason for this covert and cowardly attack 
upon the law: If the machinery was deleci- 
ive, the whole mutter was in the hands of the 
President, who selected the Commissioners, and 
who made the rules and regulations. He could 
alter, amend,or overthrow them at any time. On 
March 24, the Missouri! Senator continued, there 
were twenty persons on therolis of those eligi- 
ble fer appointwent as medical examiners, and 
more haa been added since that day. ‘here 
were, therefore, enough eligibles now to supply 
the wants of the Pension Offiee, and they eould 
be had to-worrow. If there was an emergency, 
the quickest and easiest way was to take the 
needed examiners from that list. Mr. Coekrell 
read the names of the examining board wuich 
passed upon the merits of the eligibles, anu 
asked if the Repuvheans couid net trust their 
own board. He talked avout the . beautiful 
spectaciv of the Commissioner of Pensious de- 
fying the professions of bis Presiuent and 
openly violating the law, aided and abetted by 
the Repubpligan Secretary of the Interior. 

Mr. Cockreli aaserted that for weeks there 
had been from two to four vacancies in the 

resent corps of medical examiners, which the 
aden Commissioner refused to fill, waiting 
lor the peading resolution to pass.so that he 
could reward some of the spoilsmen who had 
been waiting around the Capitol for a year. ‘If 
youintend,” said the the Senator, turning to 
the Republicans, “to trample under your feet 
tue civil services law and the eommission, do it 
in @ wanly, bold way! Come up and repeal 


the law. Don’t skulk behind this little bill 
and try and break down one little part 
of the law, and then another, and go on, bhop- 


ing the people of the country wen'’t discover 
what you ere at.” Mr. Cockrell charged that 
the proposed measure was introduced for the 
purpesse. of destroying the civil service law in 
an indirect, covert way. [t was not the first 
aitempt of the kind the Republicans had- made, 
he nr fy and he quoted at length from the reo- 
ords of Congress in support of his assertion. 

Turning from this the Senator quoted the 
civil service planks of the Republican plat- 
forms since 1872, and. pointed out how the 
record of the party had been one oontinuous 
violation of the moat solemn pledges to the peo- 
pie. President Harrison’s inaugural address, 
and his annual message to Congress furnished 
additional material to support Mr. Coekrell’s 
assertions, ani he made gush goed use of these 
and other records that Messrs, Haie and Plumb 
felt constrained to try more than once to break 
the foree of his remarks by making sneering 
and irrelevant interruptions. Mr. Ceekrell 
read for the benefit of the Republicans Dorman 
B. Eaten’s letter to Mr. Allisun, recently pub- 
lished in Tux TimMes, exposing the scheme 
hidden in the joint resolution, and concluded 
his speech with a demand fora yea and nay 
‘vote on Mr. Faulkner’s amendmeat. 

There were very few Senators in the cham- 
ver, there veing eniy three in the Republican 
seats. § While the vote was being taken several 
Bevators hurried in, but not enough voted to 
make a quorum. The amendment received the 
support of fifteeusDemocrats and three Repub- 
lieans, while twenty-two Republicans voted 
tially against it. ‘ihe three Republicans who 
Gared tustana by the meritsystem were Messrs, 
Alarion, Hoar, and Sanders, the latter casting 
his first vote on the roll call. As the vote 
showed no quorum present, it went for naught, 
and a call of the senate was had. This brought 
in more than & quorum, but before another 
vote could be ordered gu the amendment Mr 
Tiear proposed to so amend the ciause Mr. 
Faulkner wanted stricken out as to makeit 
read: * fhe oxamination for the appointment 
of these medical examiners sball be under regu- 
lations to be prescribed by tho President of the 
United States.” 


The Massachusetts Senator declared that this 
amendment would bring these particuiar ap- 
poimiwents distinetly to the notice of the Pres- 
ident and would require a new and special 
exereise of his discretion. It was said, he con- 
tinued, that there were special reasons why 
the civil -ervice rules should not apply to the 
proposed examiners, but hv Was pot convinced 
that this was eo. He believed that under the 
civil service rules thirty eompetent medical 
examiners couli be hai. Mr. Hoar provoked 
Mr. Piumb by declaring that the resora of no 
party, no President, uo Senator, no Represent- 
ative, cuuld be found sbsolutely in accord wiih 
the strict letter of civil service reform princi- 
ples which bad been enunciated. Mr. Piumb 
Tequested him to confine his conlessgions to Lim-

The Kausas Sena- 
tor argued that the proposal to say huw the 
examiners should be appointed vy the Presi- 
dent was uxsconstitutional, After asserting 
that the thirty examiners were to be only tem- 
perarily appointed anyhow, Mr. Plumb took 
up Mr, Hvar’s ‘confession,’ and paid his 
respects to the Massachusetts Seuator in 
a Way that kept tie Senate in a laugh 
and migbtily irritatea Mr. Hoar. Mr. Plumb 
insisted that Mr. Hoar had had his fair share 
of party patrovage by securing the removal 
of TP besetis otiicials to make room for Re- 
publicans, and he remarked that Mr. Hoar bad 
not been couspicuous as a civil service reformer 
in practice. The Massachusetts Senator indie- 
nan ly replied that he had vever advised the 
removal of more than one Democrat in his 
life.

The delay in getting the Alert 
ready for commission is attributed to tha pres- 
ent red-tape methoda of purchasing supplies 
and walerials. It is said that over two months 
ayo a reguisition was made for boiler tubes to 
be used in ber repair, but they have not yet 
been received. It is understoed that the Bec- 
retary of the Navy is contemplating a revision 
ot the present purchasing system, which has 
been revised more or less by every Secretary 
who has been in the Gepartment of late years. 
It is proposed to have wany purchases maie in 
open market whenever there is any reason for 
obtaining the supplies quickly or when some 
patented articie is to be bought for whieh there 
oan be no competition. 


The State of Montana will be represented by 
two Republieans in the United States Senate 
for the next three years and by one Republican 


for the next five years. This is the outcome of 
the drawing for terms engaged in by Messrs. 
Power and Banderas to-day. Two slips, pum- 
bered one and two, were shaken up in a box by 
the Seoretary of the Senate, aud the Montana 
Senators each drew aslip.

gressman Lehlvach. Congressman Stump was 
present, and he assisted his confrére in asking 
questions. The session was a short one, for the 
committee left on the 3 o’elock train for Bos- 
ton, where |t will make an investigation of cer- 
tain advertisements published in English papers 
by New-England firms calling for foreign labor- 
ers to come to this country for work. Thecom- 
mittee will resume its hearings here either to- 
morrow or Monday. 

Joseph Gallo, an Italian money broker and 
railroad contractor, was the first witness called 
yesterday. His brother used to be interpreter 
at Castle Garden, but was discharged because 
it was alleged that his brother, the broker, was 
@ padrone and “assisted” immigrants from 
Italy to America. The witness denied this 
charge. He said he employed many Italians 
and Hungarians, but found them by means of 
advertisements printed in Italian papérs pub- 
lished in America. He never had hired a tan 
directly from Castle Garden, nor had he ever 
prepaid a man’s passage from avy foreign coun- 
try. He is nuw engaged in constructing a rall- 
road in West Virginia, where he empluys 500 
men, They are paid $1 25 a day, and it costs 
them from $5 to $8 a month to live. 

A great many of these persons, Gallo said, 
became American citizens, In ten years he had 
employed about five thousand L[talians, and 
of that number net more than five or 41x bun- 
dred had gone back to remain permanently 
in Italy. The witness said that he Knew of no 
Ppadrones now. Filteen or twenty years ago 
there 7 such persons, but they had disap- 
peare He, however, believed that there were 
many men now in this city who brought foreign 
laborers to Amerioa, advancing them the mousy 
for their passage and charging them 10 or 1 
per cent. for the loan. Gallo said he had sup- 
plied other contractors with laborers, but bad 
not charged either employer or employe any- 
thing for that service. Just at present, be said, 
there was plenty of work all over the eountry 
for all laborers and he knew of no idie mem 

Loais Hayman, a reporter who has “covered” 
Castle Garden fora lung time, related some of 
his experiences, aud advanced many sugges: 
tions tor reform in the management of the 
Garden, Thomas B. McGuire, ex-Maeter Work- 
man of District Assembly No, 49, Knights of 
Labor, and now “‘levturer’ for the order, was 
next ealled as awitness. He told of the vain 
etforta of his organization to prevent the lapd- 
ing of certain men from Belgium, who had been 
hired abroad in violation of the ontract labor 
law. It was in 1885, and when be and other 
members of the oruer tried to yet into Castle 
Garden io single out these men they were re- 
fused admittance, presumably by the order of 
the Emigration Commissioners. The avorkeep- 
er refused to let them in, and when they per- 
sisted he threatened to have them arrested, 
They were aiso refused permission to co on 
board vessels on which some of these men were, 

McGuire reiated three other instances of this 
kind, and then went on to tell of the way in 
whieh Canadian workmen were allowed to 
cross the American border line into Maine, 
work there in the lumber camps for from three 
to siX months, and then go back home. In 
West Virginia, the witness said, he knew of a 
large number of italian laborers who nad beeu 
brought from Italy by padrones in this city, 
and who paid these padrones $5 eaeh for the 
work they obtained. several years ago, he 
said, Gallo—the man who preceded him on the 
stund—had a lotof Italians empleyed in Wee- 
hawken laying railroad tracks. These men 
were allowed to work for a month and were 
then discharged. If they wanted to continue 
at work they had to pay Gallo $5 apiece, and 
then were re-employed. This operation was 
repested every month, 80 that each man had 
to pay $5 a month for the privilege of being al- 
lowed to work. 

McGuire then read extracts of notices from 
the Knights of Labor ofiicial journal from 
twenty different towns all over the country 
warning workmen to stay away, a8 there was 
no werk for them there. This wasin contradie- 
tion of Gallo’s assertion that there were no idle 
workmen in the country. The witness deciared 
that men like Gallo were tne real padrones, and 
that it was they who got the bluod money from 
imported laborers. He then went on talk 
about how laborers in the employ of tbe city 
eleaning the streets were compelled to pay 
money to their “ bosses” in order to retain their 
positions. It was then getting late, and the 
rest of this witness’s testimony was postponed 
till next Tuesday. 

J. Judelaohn, an accountant who had studied 
the immigration question, presented some sta- 
tistica which showed that the oharacter of Ital- 
ian and Hungarian immigrants to America had 
greaily improved during the last two years. 
The committee then adjourned, 





MR. RANDALL BURIED, 


FUNERAL SERVICES IN WASHINGTON 
AND PHILADELPHIA.

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CRITICISM OF THE WORK IN THE TWEN- 
TY-SECOND’S NEW QUARTERS. 


The Twenty-second Regiment took possession 
ofits new armory at Sixty-seventh and Sixty- 
eighth streets, Ninth-avenue and the Boule- 
vard, on Wednesday. The building is not yet 
completed, and at yesterday’s meeting of the 
Armory Board, held in the Mayor’s office, some 
very interesting facts came out concerning it.

“The attention of these contractors,” said 
Mr. Coleman, ‘‘has been called to the clause in 
their contracts providing fer penalties. Some 
of the delay has been maie up. The iron gates 
put up are unsuited to the building. Some of 
these delays are unavoidable in a work of so 
great magnitude, but they appear to he ag- 
gravated in this case, Capt. Jehn P, Leo, the 
architect, admitted that the iron gates were 
too light, and said that ogy | had been re- 
turned. He said that he ad not eerti- 
fied to any of the work criticised by Com- 
missioner Coleman, and that inasmuch as the 
elty retained 15 per eent. of the contractor’s 
money until the work is accepted it was pretty 
sate. 

Contractor Lantry’s request for an extension 
of time was referred to Commissioner Cole- 
map. Mr. Lantry was allowed $6,103 on ac- 
count. Architect Leo said that the building 
would certainly ve finished by Jadly 1. 

Col. Kopper of the Seventy-tirst Regiment is 
ill, but he sent a request to the board for addi- 
tional drill accommodations. The lease of the 
present quarters of his regiment is pragtically 
ugreed upon, aud itis doubtful wf his request 
oan be granted, One of the members of his rez- 
iment wanted the board to take the Forty-sec- 
ond-street reservoir property for the purposes 
of anarwory.

B. Potter has prepared a bill 
tor introduction in the Legislature asking that 
the reservoir be removed. 

Commissioner Gilroy wanted to know what 
steps had beon taken toward proeuring suitable 
quarters for the Sixty-ninth, One scheme 
to furnish the Sixty-pinth with an  ar- 
mory involvea the extension of the present 
one over Hall-place. Hall-place was deed- 
ed to the oity with the proviso that it 
be kept open forever.

THEY QUARREL OVER BROOKLYN’S ELEC- 
TRIC LIGHT MONOPOLY. 


All the fights that have interested Brooklyn 
politicians for the past year have been among 
Republicans; but, if the reports now flying 
around have any foundation, the Democrats 
are about to become involved in arow of some 
magnitude. The two men most seriously mixed 
up in it are Chief Engineer Thomas Nevins and 
ex-County Clerk John Delmar. 

The eause of the quarrel between Nevins and 
Delmar is said to be their rival interests in the 
Citizens’ Electric Dluminating Company, the 
monopoly which lights the streets of Brooklyn. 
Deimar and Nevins, together with Anthony 
J. Barrett, obtained the plant years ago, when 
the old Pope syndicate controlled it, and they 
proceeded to freeze Pope and his friends out. 


The stock was then selling below 50 and the 
company could not get the Aldermen to give 
them any business. Finally Pope gave up, 
Nevins and Delmar took charge, and the stock 
bounded at onceto 120. The Aldermen author- 
ized the erection of over 1,200 electric-light 
poles, agreeing to pay $182 50 per year for the 
light sus;ended from each pole. 

his meant a fortune for the new company from 
this business alone, and Pope tried to regain 
his interest, but failed.

Although it is manifest that 
the Arbitration bill ought to have gone to 
the Judiciary Committee, Speaker Hustrup, 
who was a leading spiritin the bargain of 
1886, by which the aqueduct was thrown 
jnto politics and jobbery, sent it to the 
Cities Committes, of which one of the par- 
ticipants in that bargain and in the jobbery 
which followed, HamiLTon Fisn, Jr., and 
the assiduous participant in every available 
piece of jobbery, Freep Ginss, are the most 
influential members. A hearing was speed- 
ily given yesterday afternoon, and then the 
committee went into ‘executive session” 
and decided, by a vote of six to three, to 
report the bill favorably. The ‘*Gibbs- 
Fish combine” will ‘undertake to put 
it through the Assembly without delay, 
and the contractors, with their millions 
of plunder in view, are confident of having 
secured the necessary number of votes to 
get their Westchester arbitration author- 
ized. Gov. Hitt has been counted upon 
to approve the measure en account of 
his financial obligations to Contraot- 
or O'Brizn in the past and his 
expectation of favers in the future. 
But if there is one virtuous profession 
which Gov. Hit ‘thas made more londly 
and persistently than any other it is that in 
behalf of local control ef lecal imterests. 
The aqueduct mterests and expenditures 
belong to this city, and the authorities of 
this city are opposed to this Westchester 
Arbitration bill. In view of this fact, and 
of his experience with the agueduct scan- 
dal that followed the legislation of 1886, 
the Governor would do well to pause before 
approving this scheme of plunder. ‘There 


are possibilities of scandal in it greater 


Hewitr’s threats to approve of the bill re- 
constituting the Aqueduct Commission in 


1888. 

It is reported in Missouri, where thé his- 
tory of the Oklahoma seandal has excited 
much interest, that Register D111» of the 
Guthrie Land Office recently returned from 
his visit to Washington cheered and sus- 
tained by a reasonable expectation that his 
friend, the President, would reserve for 
him @ seat on the bench in the Supreme 
Court of the new Territory. Such an office 
he now prefers, it is said, to that of Gov- 
ernor of the Territory. It is also reported 
in Arkansas that the nomination of W. H. 
H. CLaYTON to be United States Attorney 
for the Western District of that State is 
soon to be confirmed after a delay of near- 
ly ayear. Apparently the President hopes 
that the scandal has “biown over,” 
and he may have overlooked the fact that 
the evidence concerning the exploits of 
these two men at the opening of Oklahoma, 
as described by two Republican Special 
Agents of the Interior Department, has been 
published by order of Congress and reprint- 
ed in the Congressional Record. He may 
have forgotten, also, that the remarkable 
letters of his Secretary of the Interior with 
respect to this evidence were published at 
the same time and have awakened much 
curiosity. Itis possible, however, that he 
has called to mind all this and has deter- 
mined, in spite of it, to ‘‘please himself”

Reminders have come from two sources 
that the services of the troops in keeping 
the Indians in order have by no means yet 
become obsolete, in spite of the average im- 
provement in the conduct of the red men.

Ever since Mr. HARRISON took office he 
has had relatively smooth sailing in Con- 
gress so far as concerns his infidelity to his 
civil service reform pledges. This has been 
due in part to the fact that not very much 
of his action has come openly before Con- 
gress, and partly to the good nature of the 
opposition. But yesterday the Adminis- 
tration received not only a rebuke, but a 
serious rebuff in the Senate. When the bill 
came up that provided for thirty medical 
examiners in the Pension Office, to be ap- 
pointed without reference to the civil serv- 
ice rules, the Democrats made a sharp at- 
tack upon it. Mr. FAULKNER and Mr. 
COCKRELL exposed, with cruel distinctness, 
the fact that the assertion on which the 
bill had passed the House—that there was 
a pressing need for the immediate appoint- 
ment of these officers—wus false, and in- 
tended to deceive. The whole thirty could 
be taken from applicants already on the 
eligible list, having passed a satisfactory 
competitive examination, and two vacancies 
that had occurred since the passage of the 
bill in the House had been left unfilled by 
the Commissioner. The bill was, there- 
fore, plainly an attempt to get rid of the 
civil service rules, and was a part of a plan 
for destroying the reform system little by 
little. These facts were coupled with the 
reading of the pledges in the platform of the 
Republican Party and in. the President’s 
letter of acceptance, Not since JOHN RAN- 
DOLPH’S savage attack on JEFFERSON has @ 
President been so unmercifully criticised 
in the halls of Congress. Not one Repub- 
lican voice was raised in defense of the 
measure, but Mr. Hoar tried to break the 
force of the Democratic attack by an 
amendment requiring the applicants to pass 
an exathnination under regulations made by 
the President.

It will be seen that until Tuesday night 
the majority members of the committee 
proposed to givethe Sugar Trust protection, 
as against foreign refined sugar, amounting 
to 1-6 of acent per pound, and that they 
were induced that night to raise this pro- 
tective duty to 5g of a cent, freight includ- 
ed. What were the arguments so success- 
fally used? On March 27 the Washington 
Post (Rep.) said: ® 
“The Sugar Trust, having taken refuge be- 
hind the Lovisiana planters and the sugar-beet 
industry, is making a hard fight for the reten- 
tion of the present duties on sugar, and within 
the past few days the xepresentatives of the 
Trust have expressed great confidence in their 


ability to induce the Ways and Means Commit- 
tee to recede from their decision.” 


Then the Philadelphia Press, (Rep.,) whose 
special corfespondent appeared to be in 
constant and close communication with 
Mr. McKrinuxry, reported that the evi- 
dence submitted by refiners was not regard- 
ed as sufficient to warrant any modification 
of the rates originally named and that the 
majority members were ‘anxious to fixa 
rate that will not permit the existence of 
the Sugar Trust.” That anxiety seems to 
have been dispelled suddenly and complete- 
ly, for the protection of 5s of a cent was ad- 
mitted by the refiners, the Philadelphia 
Press now says, to be in itself greater than 
the cost of transforming raw sugar into re- 
fined. 

We shall await with some curiosity the 
comments of certain prominent Republican 
journals that have praised Mr. McKINLEY 
and his associates for what seemed to be a 
purpose to restrain and punish the Sugar 
Trust. For example, the St. Louis Globe- 
Democrat said, with respect to the 5 per 
cent, duty, that “the blow’ was “not so 
heavy as was desired by the party,” and the 
Philadelphia Inquirer remarked that the re- 


‘duction was “severe, but perfectly just.” 


The New-York Tribune commended the ma- 
jority members for having “recognized and 
obeyed public opinion” in this case, saying 
that the “margin of 5 per cent.” would be 
“toe small to support any unreasonable 
exaction.” The Tribune afterward sought 
to induce Mr. McKinuEey to make a similar 
reduction of the duty that is used by the 
Linseed Oil Trust, but sought in vain.

THE OBJECT OF STRALING SENA- 
TORS. 

By the creation of four new’ States and 
the stealing of the Senators of one of them 
the Republicans have made for themselves 
@ majority of ten in the United States 
Senate, that body now consisting of 
forty-seven Republicans and thirty-seven 
Democrats. The seating of Messrs. San- 
DERS and PowER of Montana was an 
act of sheer partisanship, the sole mo- 
tive of which was an increase of Repub- 
lican strength for the future, Its effect in 
Montana itself was shown in advance of 
the final action by the result of local elec- 
tiens, and its general effect can hardly fail 
to be unfavorable to the party guilty of an 
act of such gress unfairness. But it is evi- 
dent that the majority in the Senate was 
so intent upon intrenching itself by 
two additional votes against the chances 
of the future that it did not stop to calcu- 
culate the incidental political effect. It 
looks rather as though the Republicans 
were calculating upon an adverse tendency 
against their party, and making sure of the 
one important body in the Government 
which is not easily changed by revolutions 
in public sentiment. The Senate cannot be 
directly affected by the popular vote, and 
the elections of a single year can hardly 
change its political complexion when one 
party hasaconsiderablemargin. The Dem- 
ocrats may secure the House of Representa- 
tives by the Congressional elections of the 
present year, and repeat the process in 
1892, besides electing a President, and yet 
the Republicans may hold the Senate 
wherewith to resist a Democratic Adminis- 
tration, as they did in Mr. CLEVELAND’s 
term. This possibility apparently fur- 
nished the motive for boldly stealing the 
two Montana Senatorships. 

But for the admission of the four new 
States the Republicans.would have had a 
majority of only two in the Senate. But 
for the theft of the Montana Senators their 
majority would have been only six, and 


that might have been lost by 1893, or by. 


1895 at any rate. With a margin of ten 
they may feel safe for controlling the Sen- 
ate for the next six years. The terms of 
twenty-eight Senators expire in each of the 
three years 1891, 1893, and 1895. O* the 
twenty-eight who go out next year sixteen 
are Republicans and twelve Democrats. To 


| get control of the Senate in March, 1891, 
| the Democratic Party would have to gain 


six State Legislatures by the elections of 
this year. Of this there is scarcely a possi- 
bility. Among the States which elect Sen- 
ators next year to succeed Republican in- 
cumbents are California, Connecticut, llli- 
nois, New-Hampshire, New-York, Oregon, 
and Wisconsin.

Tariff reform in New-Eng- 
land and the Northwest may make it so 
yet, but evidently a margin of ten was a 
Gonsiderable stake to play for with a view 
to keeping control of the Senate in case a 
a Democratic Administration should follow 
that of Mr. Harrison. There was prob- 
ably not much counting of the chance 
beyond 1893. Sixteen Republican and 
twelve Democratic Senators go out that 
year, and in 1895 fifteen Republicans and 
thirteen Democrats. 

One effect of this attempt to hold the 
Senate by the arbitrary seating of men who 
were not fairly elected, and of the practice 
of carryifg the Legislatures of the less pop- 
ulous States and of those in which the vote 
is close by corrupt means, together with the 
difficulty of bringing popular sentiment 
promptly to bear to effeot changes in the 
Senate, is likely to be a great gain in the de- 
mand already heard at times for the elec- 
tion of Senators by a popular vote. It will 
also give an impulse to the demand less fre- 
q uently but occasionally heard for the en- 
tire abolition of the upper house, as repre- 
senting &@ moneyed aristocracy rather than 
the mass of the people. The increasing 
tendency in the composition of the Senate 
to wealth and the representation of cap- 
ital, of corporations, and of vested interests 
fostered and favored by national legis- 
lations, and the corresponding tendency 
in that body to disregard public sentiment 
and popular demands, are calculated to give 
a vitality to opposition to the very exist- 
ence of the Senate, which it would other- 
wise never acquire. If that opposition 
should attain formidable proportions it 
would be entirely due to the plutocratic 
and arbitrary characteristics which have 
developed in the Senate in consequence of 
the method by which its members are 
chosen. 


LALO OA AIOE A ECR NA ETAT 
WORKING GIRLS’ CLUBS. 

The newspapers have contained no read- 
ing matter for the past few days pleas- 
anter on more edifying than the reports of 
the convention of working girls’ clubs. It 
is only six years since these clubs began to 
be heard of in this country, and anybody 
who has not paid particular attention to 
their rise and progress must -have been 
astonished to find, on reading the reports of 
their convention, how numerous, active, and 
widely diffused they are. Now that they 
have been started and are flourishing, the 
wonder is that they were not started 
long ago. They have, naturally, more 
affinity with such organizations as 
the Young Men’s Christian Associations 
than with clubs proper in the masculine 
sense ef the word, and there is really more 
need for them for workers of the weaker 
than of the stronger sex. The temptations 
that beset workingwomen who live alone 
are in some respects different from those 
that beset workingmen, but they are not 
less strong. After a day of monotonous 
labor the craving tor something more cheer- 
ing and exciting is as strong in onesex as in 
the other, and if it be not supplied in an 
innocent fashion there is danger that it 
will find more questionable forms of satis- 
faction. 

There is this strong reason for the forma- 
tion of working girls’ clubs, that ali Ameri- 
cans, at least, have an innate sense that it 
is an unhappy fate for a woman to have to 
earn her own living, and that there is some- 
thing anomalous in any vocation for her 
but marriage. As a matter of fact some hun- 
dreds of thousands of American girls have 
to earn their own livings, and naturally it 
is those who do so who have no homes, or 
homes that are not attractive. To such 
women the notion of a club must appeal 
even more strongly than it does to 
workingmen, whose club is in so many 
cases the saloon, to which they resort not 
nearly so much for drink as for human 
intercourse, The smaller the income of 
the worker the greater are the advantages 
of co-operation on the economical side. 
The member of a men’s club finds himself 
put in possession by his membership of 
conveniences and luxuries that would be 
entirely out of the reach of his individual 
resources, at an outlay that is in compari- 
son ridiculously small The dues of 
working girls’ clubs must, of course, 


be much lower than those of  or- 
dinary clubs, but they can, never- 
theless, command for: their mem- 


bers comforts that would otherwise be 
unattainable. A shop girl or operative 
whose wages are fixed so near the limit of 
subsistence that they often seem to be 
below it, cannot from her own earnings 
provide herself with spacious, airy, and 
comfortably furnished rooms, the current 
periodicals, and the use of a piano, yetin a 
club she has the use of all these fora sum 
which, unless her wages are actually “ star- 
vation wages,” cannot be a serious tax 
upon her. 

If the clubs did nothing else for their 
members than to supply them with these 
conveniences and with cheerful society 
they would be worth far mere than they 
cost. In fact, they are also the centres of 
an intellectual life and of an industrial agi- 
tation that may be of great service if it is 
wisely directed. The direct effect of them 
in politics is not likely to be great. Male 
legislators are not strongly moved by 
the proceedings of assemblies of which 


the very nomenclature shows’ that 
they do not represent any votes. 
Nevertheless, the clubs have already 


managed to exert a considerable influence 
in shaping the legislation that concerns 
their members. If they act together and 
act prudently this, influence may be so 
strengthened that it will be dillicult to 
enact any legislation affecting their inter- 
ests of which they disapprove. The fact 
that they cannot threaten there opponents 
as male ‘labor’ can and does is at least an 
evidence of the good faith which they 


bring to any cause, for there are no female 
“labor politicians” to find their own ac- | 


count in controlling the workingwomen’s 
clubs. 
The proceedings of the convention have 
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the clubs have been useful to their mem- 
bers, and may become more useful still as 
they become more numerous and better 
organized. Anything that tends to improve 
the condition of workingwomen and to 
make their lives, which at the best cannot 
be too easy, more attractive and more 
human, is a public benefit of the very first 
importance. Nobody but a misanthrepe, or 
&@ misogynist, can fail to give the movement 
his hearty sympathy, while it is creditably 
characteristic of the independence of the 
workingwomen that sympathy is all they 
ask for their clubs from the male sex. It 
may be proper to suggest whether the as- 
sistance of women who are workingwomen 
only by courtesy andin an amateur fash- 
ion should not be rendered very quietly. 
The independence of the American worker 
ing girl is accompanied by a jealousy that 
will make her particularly shy of a olub 
with ‘‘lady patronesses.” Already in the 
history of working girls’ clubs in this 
country, short as that history has been, 
this feeling has been evinced, On the 
other hand, it is to be hoped that the most 
eminent and best known of the workiagwo- 
men, that is to say, of the women who earn 
their own livings, will interest themselves 
conspicuously in this movement of their 
obscurer and less successful sisters, and 
will take pains to identify themselves 
with it. The duty that Bacon says every 
man owes to his profession, becomes in the 
case of @ workingwoman, @ duty to her sex.

ARGENTINE BANKING AND CUR- 
RENCY. 

Financial disturbance has been about the 
only drawback to the remarkable indus- 
trial and commercial expansion of the Ar- 
gentine Republic during the past ten years. 
In the midst of the glowing accounts which 
have reached us of the enormous immigra- 
tion, the steadily-growing commerce, the 
taking up of millions of hectares of unoc- 
cupied land, the building of railroads, ports, 
and cities, an unpleasant recurring note 
has been heard now and then of suspended 
specie payments, deteriorated currency, 
speculation in gold, and advance of the 
premium on the precious metal to a dizzy 
height. The repeated efforts of the Argen- 
tine Ministers of Finance to meet the diffi- 
culty and to prepare the way for a return 
to specie payments can be understood only 
in the light of the existing conditions of 
the Argentine banks and currency and 
their historical development. 

Neither banks nor paper money were ever 
‘known as long as Spain was in control of 
the country. The only form of currency 
known among the well-to-do was gold dust. 
But the war for independence brought the 
inevitable accompaniment of a national 
debt, treasury notes, banks, and bank bills. 
The first circulating bank was organized 
in 1822, and reorganized four years later 
as the Bank of the United Provinces, with 
a capital of $10,000,000, three-quarters of 
which was subscribed by the Government. 
This bank played a great part in the finan- 
cial and commercial development of the 
country—a part comparable to that taken 
by the Bank of England, or the Bank of 
Amsterdam, or our own United States Bank, 
in the financial progress of their respective 
countries. It had a hard time under the 
dictator Rosas, rather a worse enemy, 
in the circumstances, than Jackson. It 
was finally suppressed by him in 1836, but 
began a new life in 1853, when, under the 
name of the Bank of the Province of Buenos 
Ayres, it became again the centre and motor 
of the financial movement of the country. 
Its bills long passed current ata less dis- 
count than the notes of the Government 
itself. In 1887 its deposits were $95,000,- 
000, its capital $50,000,000, and it had 
forty-two branchesin various parts of the 
republic. 

Till 1872 this bank had a monopoly of 
the issue of bank bills. In that year, how- 
ever, anew national bank was organized, 
with a capital ef $20,000,000, of which the 
Government subscribed $6,000,000. It 
had the right to issue bills up to four times 
the amount of its specie reserve. In 1887 
it had bills outstanding representing 
$43,000,000. But even these new and 
great banking facilities were not adequate 
to the growing needs of the country, and 
in the course of seventeen years, previous 
to 1887, the five great provincial banks of 
Cordoba, Santa Fé, Tucuman, Entre-Rios, 
and Salta were organized, with a capital 
varying from $500,000 to $2,500,000 each. 
These banks had the right to issue bills 
also, but they were receivable only within 
the limits of their respective provinces. 
Thus, in 1887, the country had three dif- 
ferent and fluctuating classes of paper cur- 
rency, the bills of the two national banks, 
Government notes, and the bills of the pro- 
vincial banks. 

Besides having to deal with the problem 
of this variable and unsatisfactory curren- 
cy, the Government had to face the ques- 
tion of the service of the public debt and 
the various large provincial debts. A com- 
prehensive plan to solve all the monetary 
problems of the country seemed to be need- 
ed, and was supposed to be completely fur- 
nished in the national banking law of Nov. 
3, 1887. This measure was confessedly 
modeled on our own National Bank act, and 
closely resembles it in a great many partic- 
ulars. It provides for free banking and the 
issue of bills secured by deposits with the 
Federal Treasury ef Government bonds. It 
furnishes the guarantees of Government in- 
spection and public reports. The bills were 
to be, or to profess to be, redeemable in 
coin; but this feature of the law has been 
a dead letter, and the bills have simply gone 
to swell the volume of depreciated and incon- 
vertible paper money. The point of great- 
est contrast between the conditions of the 
two countries is the fact that the Argentine 
Republic has no gold or silver mines, and 
so is net able, out of her own natural re- 





The stock of 
gold that can be procured from abroad is 
subject to the constant drain caused by the 
payments on the public debt, which is al- 
most all held in Europe. Naturally, specu- 
lation in gold comes in to aad to the un- 
pleasant elements of the situation.

All this for a population of little 
more than 4,000,000. It is no wonder that 
President CELMAN has at last come to ad- 
mit that there has been too much inflation 
of the currency and to recommend Congress 
to have the bills called in and destroyed in 
large amounts, as also to secure a fair spe- 
cie reserve behind the remaining circula- 
tion. It would seem that no country is 
willing to learn from the financial blunders 
of another any more than one individual is 
disposed to take warning by the experience 
of another; otherwise, it would appear, the 
Argentine Republic would have better 
profited by our own experiments in infla- 
tion and its disastrous consequences.

Everything favors the Germans just now 
in their effort to get control of the lake re- 
gion in Africa. While they have in Wiss- 
MANN and PETERS two enterprising explor- 
ers, with EMIN to aid them, the British are 
deprived of the immediate services of Stan- 
LEY, who is busy in Europe, both with be- 
ing lionized and getting out his book. It 
is even suspected that the Germans will 
subsidize TrpPoo TrB; while the story that 
they tried to buy the Oongo State from 
King LEOPOLD points toa desire to estab- 
lish a continuous belt of German control 
across the continent for a future highway 
between the Atlantic and the Indian 
Ocean, or rather for both a Western and 
an Eastern outlet from the interior. One 
English authority suggests that there is no 
commercial future for the middle of Africa; 
but this may strike some of his readers like 
@ new illustration of the ancient fable of 
the fox and the grapes. Other English 
comment is that the British East Africa 
Company should bestir itself and promptly 
get a footing on the Victoria Nyanza, while 
seeking also to establish friendly relations 
with the Uganda and Unyoro countries.

AMUSEMENTS. 


FRANCIS WILSON’S “ GONDOLIERS.” 

Mr. Francis Wilson came up from Philadel- 
phia yesterday morning, bringing his operetta 
company, with all the chorus and band, and in 
the afternoon, between the hours of 1 and 4 
o’clock, the brightest, liveliest, and most amus- 
ing performance of ‘* The Gondoliers” yet given 
in New-York was enjoyed by an audience that 
completely filled Palmer’s Theatre. Musically, 
perhaps, Mr. Wilson’s company do not perform 
the operetta much better than the English 
troupe of Mr. D’Oyly Carte, although Mr. Hua- 
bert Wilke, the Marco, and Miss Laura Moore, 
the Gianetta, are singers of exceptional ability, 
and the chorus brought from Philadelphia was 
found to be thoroughly efliclent. But Mr. Wil- 
son (who has selected the part of Ginseppe, 
one of the gondoliers, as the medium of his 
pleasantry) is not renowned as a musical art- 
ist, and the music of the part of Tessa is not 
sung by Miss Marie Jansen exactly as Sir 
Arthur Sullivan wrote it. 

The boundless vivacity and rare personal 
humor of these two performers, however, im- 
part to Mr. Gilbert’s slender story a quality it 
sadly lacks. Miss Jansen gives to her part the 
dash and sparkle of bouffe, and Mr. Wilson rat- 
tles and skips and “gags” through the operetta 
with unquenchable spirits. 

The text of “The Gondoliers” is retained as 
Gilbert wrote it. Itis not much to brag of and 
will never be aecorded a place among the minor 
classics of English drama. Mr. Wilson’s verval 
emoproidery, therefore, is not likely to shoek 
any sensible ——_ The principal object of 
that form of theatrieal entertainment now 
styled comic opera—musical farce would be a 
better term—is to amuse, and Mr. Wilson 
reaches this object by perfectly fair means, To 
be sure, his Own additions to the text are not 
remarkably witty. They do not linger ip the 
memory, and no one except Wilson could cre- 
ate laughter with them. He has stamped his 
own personality on the rather dull work of 
Gilbert and Sullivan, infused his own peculiar 
kind of humor into it, and thus made the piece 
— more diverting than it 18 in its original 

‘orm. 

Miss Laura Moore has been learning how to 
act since her appearance in ‘“ The Volah,” and 
her singinpe is as good as ever. The Duke of 
Piaza Toro by Mr. Piunkett, the Inquisitor by 
Mr. Macdonough, the Dachess by Miss Elma 
Deiaro, and Casilda by Miss Lyford, are ali 
clever impersonations, and the Luiz of Mr. 
Persse is quite as satisfactory as the British 
Luiz of Mr. Carte’s company. 

The audience yesterday was representative of 
New-York theatregoers. Most of the regular 
“ftirst-nighters’” were there. The performance 
was received with voeiferous applause. Marie 
Jansen had the sympathy of all, éven when she 
was compelled to be reasonably serious and 
sentimental. Every one of Wilson’s ‘aga’ 
was enjoyed. His nimble, graceful dancing, 
and his interpolated *“ Lullaby” were applauded 
tothe echo. At the close of the performance 
he was compelied to make a speech, 








THE AMBERG THEATRE. 

The season of German plays at the Amberg 
Theatre is nearing its close. All varieties of 
drama, from tragedy to farce and pantomime, 
have been represented there since last Autumn 
in a manner Satisfying to the not too exacting 
taste of the frequenters of that house. Beauty 
and grace give place there to vigor and earnest- 
ness. The actors lack a nice feeling for color 
and form, but they more than make up for that 
deficiency, in the view of their admirers, by 
the heartiness of their fun and the vehemence 
of their passion. Mr. Amberg ought to have 
his full share of credit. Fifty plays have been 
acted at his theatre this season, and yet another 
new one was brought out last night for the 


penefit of Herr August Walter, a comedian who 
is heid in high esteem. 

“Die Nachbarinnen” is a very naughty 
French farce, translated bodily to the German 
stage. The plot involves a secret door connect- 
ing two suites of rooms in a Paris lodging 
house, This door is very useful to two women 
who hire these apartments. One of them 
moves away rather suddenly and her apart- 
ment is rented by Monsieur Dupotard, who bas 
eame to town to make arrangements for the 
marriage of his daughter Laura to Oeleatin, 
nephew of an old friend. Dupotard is ig- 
nerant, innocent, and self-important. Mme. 
Dupotard is amazingly ingenuous and taika- 


tive. And the secret door opens and 
shuts continually. The best character in 
the piece is an _ extraordinary Russian 


Prince, Sergius, and this part was played last 
night by Herr Haack in his customary consei- 
entious manner. Herr Walter, the beneficiary, 
was Dupotard. Of course the lightoess -of 
touch, the airy grace, and crisp, staccato speech 
of French players are required to bring forth 
all the possibilities of such a play; but the 
broad fun and noisy earnestness of Mr. Am- 
berg’s players satisfy the habitués of his thea- 
tre better than the art of Coquelin would. 
After the farce the Vienna ballet pantomime 
‘‘Im Puppenladen” was presented.

RICHARD HENRY MATHER, D. D. 

Richard Henry Mather, Professor of Greek at 
Amherst College, died just after midnignt yes 
terday morning, after a lingering illness, from 
cancer of the bowels. 

Prof. Mather was bern at Binghamton, N. Y., 
Feb. 12, 1835. He fitted for coliege at Hopkins 
Academy, Hadley, Mass., and Williston Sem- 
inary, and then entered Amherst. While there 
he became a member of the Psi Upsilon Fra- 
ternity and also gained Phi Beta Kappa. In 
1857 he was graduated with the honor of vale 
dictorian and three years later he received his 
A. M. During 1855-6 he traveled in Europe 
and the East. In 1857-8 he became instructor 

in Greek and Latin at Williston Seminary, 
Easthampton, and in“ 1859 be devoted himself 
to the study philology at the University of 
Berlin. Since 1859 he had been connected with 
Amherst College. He was at first instructor in 


Greek, (1859-62,) assistant professor in that 
study, (1862-4,) associate professor and in- 
struetor in German, (1864-8,) professor of 
Greek and German, (1868-79,) and sinee that 
time Professor of Greek and lecturer on G 

art and seulpture. During his career as teach- 
er he edited many boo among them tb 

tollowing: ‘‘Selections from Herodotus an 

Thueydides,” “Sophocles’s Electra,” ‘* Aschy- 
lus Prometieus Bound,” anda manual of sculpt 


ure. 

In 1887-8 he obtained leave of absence from 
the college, and went abroad tostudy arch2- 
ology in Greece. The college obtained the bene- 
fit of his study in the book he publisned on 
“Greek Life and Monuments,’ and tohim was 
due the establishment of the Amherst Art Mua- 
seum and the fine course of lectures on “@ 
Life sa Monuments,” of which Amherst is 80 
prou 

He was licensed to Sia ve by the Congrega- 
tional Church in 1863. He was a Trustee of 
Williston Seminary, and had many calls te 
prominent churebes in New-York and Boston, 
but never accepted them, preferring to rem 
at Amherst and continue his work with the col: 
lege. Prof. Mather aided Amherst in man 
ways, and was alWays a warm friend of 
Alma Mater. 

Prof. Mather’s first wife was Miss Carmichael 
ef Geneva, N. Y. He had three children by his 
first wife—the wife of the Rev. Willision Waik- 
er, D. D., of the Theological Seminary at Hart- 
ford, Conn.; Prof. William T. Mather of the 
Wiiliston Academy, at Easthampton, Masa, 
and Edward Mather, furmeriy of New-York, 
but now of Boston. Prof. Mather married for 
his seeond wife Miss Elien A. Mather, the 
daughter of Samuel H. Mather, LL. D., 
dent of the Society for Savings, in Cleveland, 
Chio. Mrs, Mather survives Prof. Mather, to- 
gether with a young daughter. Dr. Burroughs, 
the college pastor, Will ottielate at his funeral. 

Amherst College, by nis death, loses one of 
her most valued and honored professers, and 
one who was greaily liked by his aseociates on 
the Faculty and the students. 


ANTONIO DAL MOLIN. 

Antonio Dai Molin, who died suddenly of 
heart disease last Sunday morning at New-Or- 
leans, La., was an Italian and served two ané a 
half years during our late war in the Thirty- 
ninth New-York Volunteers. He was wounded 
in the breast while defending a field piece, and 
later, on account of the serious iliness of his 
wife, was honorably discharged as Captain, and 
at the time of his death was a member of 
Lafayette Post, G. A. R., of this city. 

He was well known throughout the Seuth, 
having made business trips through thai sec 


tion for the last twenty years and being a mem- 
ber of the New-Orleans Club and clube in 
Ubarleston and Atlanta. 

Mr. Dal Molin was born in Verona, Italy, in 
1839. He came of nobie family, and while in 
the College of Verona was one of the leaders in 
the street riots against the Austrian soldiers, 
Young Dal Molin and five companions were 
ordered under arrest, and, pursued by Austrian 
gendarmes, they crossed the Alps and made 
their way to Havre. Being without money, 
they shipped on assiling vessel for the United 
States. Dal Molin found employment here in 
the silk importing house of Union Adams, 
Later he imported coral jewelry from Italy, 
but soon entered the firm of William C, Peet & 
Co., silk importers, and continued a member 
until the house dissolved two years ago, Ac 
then entered the firm of Helienberg, Loewen- 
stein & Co., importers of tie silks at 507 and 
and 509 Broadway, and was a member of that 
house when he died. Mr. Dal Molin wae appar: 
ently in good health when he went South twe 
weeks ago. A telegram last Sunday morning 
gave the first intimation that he was ill, and ar 
hour later another arrived announemg his 
death. 





The deceased leaves a widow, two sons in 
college, and a married daughter, Mra. Henry E. 
Burdge of this city. His aged mother survives 
him at Verona. The funeral services will take 
place at his iate residence, 331 East Sixty- 
eighth-street, Friday morning at 10 o’cloek. 
The Rev. Henry Mottet of the Chureh of tne

JOHN BARNETT. 

The cable announces the death, at Chelten- 
ham, England, yesterday, of John Barnett, the 
venerable composer and dramatist, father of 
Eugene Barnett. 

John Barnett was one of the most prolific 
of composers in his day, and is credited with an 
important participation in the restoration of 
the English opera when its existence was 
threatened by the bDalladists. He was born Jaly 
1, 1802, and developed a precocious talent for 


music and composition. At eleven he was ap- 
prenticed to a celebrated wusical director of 
bis time, and sanc as a boy alto on the stage of 
the Lyceum, in London. As-a child he wrete 
two masses. 

In 1825 he wrote his first musical ag 
“Before Breakfast,” for the Lyceum, an 
“Monsieur Maliet,” ‘Country Quarters,” 
“Two Sesonds,” “The Soldiers Widow,” 
“ Married Lovers,” ‘‘Charles XIL,” and other 
dramatic works followed in rapid succession. 
His oratorio, “Tne Omnipresenee of tae 
Deity,” was produced in 1829, and two years 
later he brouzht out at Sadler’s Wells “The 
Pet of the Petticoats.” His ‘* Lyrical Lilustra- 
tions of the Modern Poets,” brought oat in 
1834, gained him an almost world-wide celeb- 
rity; it was quickly followed by ‘Songs of the 
Minstrels’ and “Amusement for Leisure 
Hours.” Inthe same year he brought out at 
the Lyceum his celebrated opera, “ The Moun- 
tain Syiph,” and in 1837 “Fair Rosamond” at 
Drury-Lane, while ‘Farinelli” followed at the 
samo theatre in 18338. 

Mr. Barnett withdrew from public life in 1841 
to Cheltenham, where he foliowed his profes 
sion of singing master. It is said that he leaves 
a@ large number of unpublished songs and three 
or four operas, one of which was written to a 
libretto by Sheridan Knowles.

THE AQUEDUCT GRAB IS ON 
THR ROAD TO SUCOKSS, 

TO BK REPORTED BY THE HOUSE CITIES 
COMMITTEE—A GREAT SCANDAL PRE- 
DICTKD—OTHER BAD MEASURES. 


ALBANY, April 17,—If there has been one bill 
in'roduced this year more iniquitous and infa- 
mous than any vther it is that Erwin aqueduct 
con ractors’ erab, Every decent self-respecting 
mun in the Legislature is against it, but judg- 
ing irom results, the decent self-respecting men 
Cub be counted on the fingers of one hand. 

In the Senate this bill was referred to the 
Judiciary Committee of Judge Robertson, who 
is under manifold obliga ions to the contract- 
ors who have gvuuged the city of New-York out 
of thousands of doliars. 

In the House another Westchester County 
man, Gen. Husted, referred the bill not to Mr. 
Acker’s apright Committee on the Judiciary, 
but to the elastic, fambevent, and persuadable 
Cities Committee, presided over by Le Koy An- 
drus of Buffaio, wio votes wrong moure fre- 
quently than he votes right. On this committee 
are such loyal, disinterested, and patriotic citi- 
zens as Ham Fish, Fred Gibps, Gardeuier of 
Columbia, Hitt of Albany, and Dinkelspiel of 
New- York—a tine galaxy of legislative patriots. 


It was to the tender mercies of this com: 
bivation that Gen.’ Hu-ted consigned this bil 
He could not have sent it toa Worse commities. 

John O’Brien, who ought to know, bad early 
promised that the committee weuld report the 
bul ut the frst meeting, aud the result proves 
that Johu knew what he was taiking about. 
The surprise, however, was in the conduct of 

oung Mr. lves, Senator from the Elevenih 
District, Who yesterday coached Senator Rich- 
ardsun in passing Greeue’s Bridge bill, Ives 
Voted against the Aqueduct bill on Monday 
night, and was much applauded by the press 
for it, but people who know the politics he 
plays on every bill, and his total indifference to 
public opinion, understood that he was only 
playing to tbe galleries, apd at heart he Was 
with the contractors. 

To-day Mr. Ives appeared in the Cities Com- 
mittee room as an earuest but secret friend of 
the bill. Kumor about the Capitol goes so far 
as te assert that between Ives’s eloquence and 
Gibbe’s persuasiveness that worthy representa- 
tive of the people, Mr. Moses Dinkelspiel, was 
converted trem the peopie’s side to that of 
the contractors. Both Fred Gibbs and Ham 
Fish were_interested spectators of the pro- 
ceedings. Fish could not heip but be interested, 
He is one of the few men in Albany who is thor- 
oughly conversant with the aqueduct work, 
but unfortunately it was through tne infla- 
ence of John O’Brien, who nvuw appears 
as a supplisnt before the Legisiature that Fish 
was appuinted Commissioner. But Givbs, with 
that disinterestedness thatis so strong a&@ mark 
of his character, has undertaken to bandie the 
Aqueduet bill for Fieh in return for Fish 
huudling of the Rapid-Transit bill, in which 
Givbs has a greater interest than Fish or any 
other member of the Legislature. 

A very nice question bas arisen since morn- 
ing. It is knowa, and the TIMEs announced the 
fact ten days avo, that the Gipbs-Fish eumbine 
in the Senate will put the Aqueduct bill through 
without auy delay and that Gov. Hill, out of 
kindness for John O’Brien, will signit. Now 
comes the rub. The city authorities have pro- 
tested avainst this Aqueduct bill. They have

. Now arises the question, Can Gov. Hill, after 
hix repeated assertiens in public and private in 
favor of home rule, sign this bili? It woula 
seem not without violating somo of those priu- 
ciples for which ve has repeateily fought. 

At to-day’s hearing Assistant Corporation 
Counsel Dean and Aqueduct Commissioner 
Frank Scoit repeated the arguments they made 
befure the Senate Judiciary Committee, and 
Mr. E. T. Lovett of ‘arrytown, counsel for 
Contractor Joan O'Brien, responded. One of 
the episodes of the hearing was the ill-natured 
observation of Fred Givbs, ‘I niove that we 
go into executive session in tive minutes,” the 
mement Frank Scott siarted in to speak. 

After ibe hearing, which lasted over two 
hours, the committee went into executive ses- 
sion, when the bill was ordered to be reported 
by a Vote of 6 te 3, the affirmative being Gardi- 
ner of Columbia, White of Syracuse, whe seems 
to have been bulldozed back into line by Gibbs; 
Weed of Kixgs, Gibbs and Dinkelspiel of New- 
York, and Hitt of Albany. 

The contractors had votes enough to report 
and therefvre Fishof Putnam and Andrus of 
Erie did not vote. Blumentual and Hoag dis- 
sented. Tuis all goes to show that Gibbs is 
stillleading around by the nose some of the 
honorable men of the Legislature who are un- 
avleto diseover what his oOvject is and why 
will not until after the Legislature adjourns, 

To-night tie Capitol ia fille 1 with rumors of an 
impending seandal on this Acqueduct bill, and 
an active member of the Lexislature assures 
your correspondent that: in the event of Gov. 
Hull's signing this dill one of the most infamous 
scandals wili be developed that Albany has 
ever seen. 

The Senate to-day began business in the most 
liberal acceptation of the word by refusing to 
reconsider a motion of Senator Oantor to recall 
the aqueduct grab. Cantor was rather iate, it 
is true, but hisinientions were commenuabie. 
He cuuld uot persuade the Senate to stand by 
him, however; no one can when there is a 
biil before the Legislature to rifle the city iroas- 
ury. Mr. Erwin, the introducer of the biil, 
rushed to its rescue. It wasa good measure, 
he proclaimed. Tne city was amply protected. 

He did not say that this was the old cry. 
Every bill that aims torob the taxpayer in the 
interest of a corporation Or contractors is a 
geod measure in the eyes of the man who in- 
troduces it, aud he is the last person expected 
to condemn a Dill that he does iniroduee. 

Mr. Erwin was frank enough to admit that he 
dia not understand just what Cantor’s motion 
meant, or its effect. No one would charge that 
he, Erwin, had done anything with this bill 
Outside of the regular way. The fullest hear- 
ings nad been grauted the bill. ihe city’s side 
had been heard, for and against. There hai 
been, in addition, a general hearing. The biil 
had beeu drawn te guard the city’s intervust. 
The only thing that could be charged against it 
was that it allowed the contractors to try their 
claims before an arbitration bourd chosen by 
the Supreme Court Judges of the Second Dis- 
trict. The allegation that $4,000,000 or 
$6,000,000 would be mulcted from the city was 
the sheerest nonsense, ‘The bill would not take 
from the ciiy oue cent that the city did not 
owe. 

“T see,” said the plausible speaker, ‘nothing 
in this bill to excite alarm.”

He was the Republican 
inspector of election at the third precinct of 
the Seennd District, but had refused at the end

John Maguire, Eighteenth; Dennis A. Spelliasy, 
Nineteenth; John Hayes, Twentieth; J. F. Ne- 
ville, Twenty first; 6, 8. Blake, Twenty-second, 
and John E. Kirby of the Twenty-fourth Ward, 

Dennis A. Spellissy declined to serve and 
withdrew. He said that in the course of the 
controversy it had been freely said that Judge 
Murray had acted adversely to his (Spellissy’s) 
candidacy for Senator, He said that owirg to 
this he felt that it would be unseemly for him 
to participate in the trial. 

Judge Murray objected to the members from 
the Tenth, Fifteenth, and Sixteenth Districts 
acting as judges. The men accused by the 
Judge live ion these distrivts. A rule adopted 
by the committee to the effect thatif anything 
CumMe Out al the investigation in which any of 
the members: f the committeé were personally 
interested they would refrain from voting. This 
Satistied Judge Murray, and Chairman Hayes 
explained to him that the committee had di- 
vided the charges into four classes, as follows: 
The statements he had made against Judge 
Power, the statements he had made againat 
Judge Power and R. A, Cunningbam, thoxe he 
hai made against W. P. Mitchell, and those he 
had made against Thomas Costigan. 

Judge Murray flatly said that he had made no 
charges. That part of the newspaper reports 
of his speech at the meeting in which he re- 
ferred to Judge Power as a defaulter when a 
clerk in the Marine Court was read to him. He 
said that he nad not made this charge himself. 
It had been made off and on for years. “I was 
present at a mesting of the Board of Aldermen 
some years ago,” said Judge Murray, “ when 
Alderthan Horton made the statement that 
Judge Power ws a defaulter and that he went 
ou his knees befvre the Judges of that court in 
beg«ing to be let off.”” tay 

‘““Was that charge true?” asked Mr. Hayes. 

“T don’t know anything about it. Idid not 
say it was true, I said that such charges had 
been mae.” 

Then Mr. Hayes took up the statement made 
by Judge Murray in an interview tothe effect 
that Judge Power and Richard A. Cunningham 
had been instrumental in the sale of a Judicial 
District Court Clerkship for $5,000. Judge 
Murray again explaiued that he didn’t maze 
this ocfarge himself. A prominent man had 
told him orit. “Iam sorry that I said a word 
about Mr. Cunniogham, said Mr Mur- 
ray, “pot I had to put him 
aside to get atthe er:her man. This state- 
ment wae made after Judge Power's attack on 
mein an interview. [hit back. Judge Power 
aecused me_of being a traitor to the County 
Democracy. Well, I was at the New-Amster- 
dam Club the Sunday before the last election 
and Power said to me: ‘We will have to do 
something te get square with Attorney General 
Tabor and Controller Wempie, You must run 
tickets in your district without their names 
upon them.’ I said that it wasn’t worth while 
bethering about that, but Judge Power 
said that Tabor had refused us a quo warrunto 
in the matter of D. Lowber Smith and the De- 
partment ef Public Works. Tiekets were sent 
lato my district without these two candidates’ 
names upon them, but with those of the Repub- 
» lican canditates in their places. I would not 
allow these to be distributed. If there was any 
treachery, 1) was in my refusal to stab the Lem- 
ocratic ticket in the back.” 

This statement was the sensation of the hear- 
ing. Chairman Hayes said thatthe Judge was 
xetting off the question, and brought him back 
to the alleged sale of the Judicial District 
Clerkship. Mr. Murray said that he had been 
before the Grand Jury on this matter, and he 
didn’t propose to aay anything about it. 

“Do you know whether the charge is true?” 
asked Mr. Hayes. 

**IT don’t say whetheritisornot. I haveno 
proof to offer now. The time may come, and 
when it does I'll be ready.” 

‘Would you produce the man who told these 
things to you? Would you give us his name?” 

**No; and your committee would not ask for 
his name if vou thoucht I would give it.” 

“Do you think such charces should be made 
on hearsay 7?’ asked Mr. Hayes, starting off on 
a little lecture, which Murray ssid was bun- 
combe. The Juige positively refus-a to fur- 
nish any proofs of the charges made by him on 
hearsay. He said that he had made no charges.

ISLAND'S ACQUISITION REAF- 
FIRMED AND DENIED. 


DENVER, Col., Avril 17.—Reliable informa- 
tion reached Denver last night that after June 
1 the Rio Grande Western will pass into the, 
bands of the Rock Isiand Road. This line com- 
mences at Grand Junction, Col., and runs to 
Ogden, Utah. A few days agoit was reported 
that the Rock Island had purenased the Colo- 


rado Midland. This would give the former line 
a through road from Chieago to Ogden. 

It has long been known that the Kock Island 
has been seeking an entrance into Salt Lake as 
a@ point from where it could reach the Pacific 
coast and so become a rival to the Union Pa- 
citie and Central Pacific system. If it could 
succeed in reaching this ben it would have 
the great advantage of owning a direct and 
short line to the coast and would pass through 
Kansas City, 8t. Joneph, Denver, Salt Luke, and 
Los Angeles to San Francisco, making the 
greatest combination of husiness cities in 
the cvuuntry. It was to this end that the man- 
agement has been working, and now they claim 
to have accomplished it. 





While the Roexk Island people in this city were 
reticent yesterday concerning the rumored 
acquisition by that road of the Rio Grande 
Western, officers of the last-named road were 
quick to pronounce the rumor false. Vice 
President Peabody said that the present man- 
avement of the Rio Grande Western still re- 
tained control, and regaried the property as

THE SOUTH PENN. 

READING, April 17.—The South Pennsylvania 
Railroad projected between Harrisburg and 
Pittsburg was reorganized here to-day. George 
F, Baer bought it at a Sheriff's sale a month ago. 
The new name adopted was the “ South Penn- 
sylvania Railway Company,” and the capital 
was fixed at $20,000,000. The officers are as 
follews: Geerge F. Baer, Reading, President, 


and the Directors are Francis Lynde Stetson 
Francis & Banus, Charlies MacVeagh, all o 
New-York; James N, Mohr of Philadelphia, 
Jefferson Snyder, and Frank ©. Smink, both of 
Reading. The other offieers of the company 
will ve elected by the Directors at their first 
meeting, which will be hela shortly. ; 

[t is understood that the company’s general 
office will be in Philadelphia, but that the office 
in Harrisburg will be retained. Mr. Stetson is 
one of the Vanderbilt lawyers and is supposed 
te represent those interests. It is understood 
that the above parties will, or have already, 
acquired all of the yg ae of the railroad that 
is thus tar graded between Harrisburg and 
Pittsburg, that the road is to be completed at 
ones, and that it is destined to be a formidable 
rival to the Pennsylvania Railroad. The south 
Pennsylvania will, it is said, be connected with 
the Philadelphia and Reading system. Long 
tunnels have slrealy been completed, hun- 
dreds of miles graded, bridges built, and 
nearly $5,000,000 spent on the improvement, 
Mr. Buer recently withdrew from the Philadel- 
phia and Reading Board of Managers, and it is 
now vdelieved that he was governed in that 
withdrawal by the fact that he was to assume 
direvt control and management of the South 
Ponnaylvania Railroad. In circles here it is 
stated that work on the road will pe resumed 
at once, if not stopped by litigation. 


MERGING EASTERN ROADS. 
Boston, April 17.—The Directors of the Bos- 


ton and Maine, the Eastern, and the Ports- 
mouth, Great Falls and Conway Rallreads held 
along and interesting joint session in the Bos- 


ton and Lowell Station to-day, the resulta of 


which will change very materially the 
railroad map of New-Englana. After voting 
to accept the act just passed by the Legislature, 
the sub-committee of Directors of the three 
companies presented their report outlining the 
Plan aureed upon by them for consolidating the 
Bibe term and their actlen was accepted. 





Tbe terms of the consolidation are to turn in 
the present Boston and Maine steck at $210 
per share, the Eastern stock at $152 50 per 
share, and the Portsmouth, Great Falls and 
Conway at $152 50 persbare. ‘The present East- 
erm preferrei stock, of which there are 
31,496 shares, will constitute wu Boston and 
Maine 6 per cent, preferred stock. There are 
70,000 shares of the present Boston and Maine 
stock, 49,976 shares of Eastern common, and 
11,503 shares of Portsmouth, Great Falls and 
Conway. 

By the terms of the consolidation the 70,000 
existing shares of Boaton ana Maine stock will 
be exchanged for 80,279 shares of Boston and 
Maine new stock. The 49.976 shares of East- 
ern common stock will be exchanged for 
41,621 shares of Boston and Maine new stock, 
and the 11,503 shares of Portamouth,Great Falls 
ana Conway stock will be exchanged for 9,579 
shares of Boston and Maine new stook. 





WESTERN RATE SITUATION. 

CHICAGO, April 17.—The Western rate situa- 
tion seemingly grows worse with each day’s 
developments. A combination, it was learned 
this afternvon, has been formed for the trans- 
portation of throngh freight between the sea- 
board and the Missouri River by way of Duluth 
that in all probability will prevent arestoration 
of rates west of Chicago during the season of 
lake navigation. By this combination a lake 
ana rail line has been established from Boston 
to Sioux City composed of the Fitehburg and 
the West Shore Roads to Buffalo, the Northern 
Steamship Line to Dulath, and the Bivux City 
and Northern to Sioux Oity. By agreement the 
rates of this line will be reduced whenever they 
are met by any other line, each of the four 
companies standing its share of the reduction. 
The author of the seheme is President Hill of 
the Great Northern, who controls the new line 
from Buffalo to the Missouri River. 


IN TWO DIVISIONS. 

CuicaGco, April 17.—The Louisville, New- 
Albany and Chieago Road will hereafter be 
divided into two divisions as a matter of con- 
venience. The first division will include the 
line from Chicago to Indianapolis ana from 
Michigan City to Lafayette. The second division 
willinclude the hoe from Lafarette to Louis- 
ville, together with the Bedford and Bloomfield 
und Freneh Licks Springs Branches. Mr. J. B. 
Saiford has been appotuted Superintendent of 
the first division, with offices at Indianapolis, 
Ind. Mr. J. C. Loomis has been appointed 
Superintendent of the second division, with 
offices at Louisville, Ky. These changes will 
go into effect on the 20th Inst. 








NOTES OF VARIOUS INTERESTS. 


The report of an agreement between the Grand 
Trunk and Northern Pacifio Railroads for the con- 
struction of railroads in Manitoba and the North- 
west was brought tothe atiention of Sir Joseph 
Hickson, General Manager of the Grand Trank, in 
Montreal yesterday. Mr. Hickson said that he had 
no knowledge of any such agreement. A dispatch 
from Chicago says: “It is understood tnat tne 
Canadian Pacific will take possession of the Yel- 
low Head Pass through the Rockies on the first in- 
dication that the Grand Trunk is looking that way 
and that the recent construction of the Pegina and 
Long Lake Branch was pushed forward with that 
object in view.”

OLOSKE OF THRE WORKING 
GIRLS’ CONVENTION. 
@LANS ADOPTED FOR THE FUTURE AND 
RESOLUTIONS 1N FAVOR OF FEMALE 

FACTORY INSPECTORS, 


Yesterday brought the Working Girls’ Con- 
vention officially to a close; but the work was 
not all finished, and there will be a few execu- 
tive meetings of the auxiliary committee in this 
city, in which all of the delegates who are able 
to remain are invited to participate. Although 
an elaborate, and what might seem an ambi- 
tious, programme for a first convention had 
been prepared in advance, the scope of the 
convention expanded very much from the 
first. Everything upon which the sucoess,of 
the convention depended turned out more fa- 
yorably than the fondest enthusiast among 
them expected. 

The weather was as if made to their special 
order, numbers beyond expectation swelled the 
enthusiasm of the delegates to whe limit, and 
the tone and spirit of the addresses and papers 
completed the requisites to a successful conven- 
tion. Of the beneficial results that will ensue 
there can be no donbdt. All the delegates will 
take away with them a feeling of enthusi- 
asm for the work they are engaged in, which 
must result ina large increase in the number 
and extension of the beneficent influences of 
working giria’ societies. 

Yeaterday’s session was largely devoted to 
the informa! discussion of matters that had 
been treated upen in the papers of the preced- 
ing days, and to reports from subordinate 


organizations in various places, There was & 
report from the Montreal Industrial Union by @ 
aclogate from that organization—Miss Corner— 
which showed that it was organized and man- 
aged upon similar wethods to those prescribed 
tor the working ziris’ societice. Miss Hurley, 
@ delegate from the Women’s Improvement 
Association of Chieago, ehowed also that her 
society differed little except in name from the 
associationclubs. Miss Browning of Lawrence, 
Mass., told of the sucesssful operation of the 
organization in that city, where there are 80 
many working girls. 

Miss Smoot of Washington, private secretary 
to Mre. Barry, head of the women’s branch of 
the Knights of Labor, in a paper on the educa- 
tional work ef the Knights of Labor, told of 100 
assemblies that had “literary evenings” twice 
a week, and in which benefit funds were suc- 
cessfully established, out of which sick benetits 
of $4 per week were paidto the members. Miss 
Greeti of Phiiadeiphia read the paper cortrib- 
uted by Mre. Eliza 8S. Turner upon the subject 
of “Practical Classes” in the New Century 
Guild of that city. Miss Jarvis ef Danielson- 
ville, Conn., and Miss Warner told abeut the 
country clubs similar in organization te the 
working girls’ societies ix existence in Various 
parts of the country. 

In the informa) discussion which followed a 
large number of delegates took part, and some 
pertinent questions were asked and answered. 
As to the plan of employing female physicians, 
Miss Dodge, the Chairman of the convention, 
stated that two physicians were engaged by the 
Thirty-eighth-Street Club to attend club meet- 
ings twice a week to consuit with and prescribe 
for the members free of chargé. About clubs 
of both sexes, Miss Justus of Boston said there 
were Buch 1p successful operation in that city. 
She found that it had been necessary ‘‘to have 
@ man present at first, perdaps a policeman,” 
but within afew weeks the roughness of the 
voys disappeared and they eutered with friena- 
ly zeal inte the purposes and spirit of the clubs. 
Miss Gardner, aiso of Boston, and Miss Farmer 
of Maine told of similar successes. 

A form of constitution for clubs was read by 
Miss Martha Draper, in which it is provided 
that at jeast two-thirds of every club or soci- 
ety must be compose of wage earners. Some 
discussion arose us to whe should officer the 
élub—wago earvers or the other class of work- 
ing girls. Miss Dodge settled the question by 
declaring the absolute equality of all the mem- 
bers; they could elect as officers whomsvoerer 
they ‘pleased. This sentiment was loudly 
ebeered. Whether married women should be 
admiutied to societies was a question that upon 
short debate was decided affirmatively. And 
astoclass distinctiens, it was decided, with 
s0me enthusiasm, substantially, that they did 
not exist. The societies were undenomina- 
tionsl, democratic, mutually beneficial, and im- 
posed upon ail the members mutual duties. 

The committee reports were read, one from 
the committee ona paper to be the organ of 
the societies, which presented a resolution 
calling for the appointment of a committee by 
the Chair, within two days, to formulate a plan 
for issuing a journal Gevoted to the interests 
of working girls in this country.

Resolved, That the whole convention owes a debt 
of gratitude to its presiding officer, Miss Grace Li. 
Dodge, tor the unfailing tact, promptitnde, cour. 
seey. and dignity with which she has conducted its 
affairs, 

Whereas, This convention realizes the time has 
come for the formation of an organization, and 

Whereas, It is more than ever convinced of the 
need and value of co-operation, therefore be it 

Resolved, That this convention recommends the 
fermation ofa United Association of Working Girls’ 
Societies whose constitution and by-laws shall be 
presented to each uniting association for its ap- 
proval by a committee composed of the first Direct- 
ress and secretary of each association.

Resolved, That copies of these resolutions be pub- 
lished and be brought to the attention of the Legis- 
lature. 

After some eoneratulatory remarks by Mies 
Dodge, in which she said she had received 
more from the clubs than she had ever given 
them, and felt that the movemétnt was destined 
to extend in power and useiulness, the con- 
vention adjourngd. ;

MANY MEMBERS. 


The Keform Olub has taken title to the honse 
of Mr. A. R. Eno, at the northeast corner of 
Fifth-avenue and Twenty-seventh-street.

REMEDY FOR HOT FIREROOUMS. 
To the Editor of the New-York Times: 

The great heat in modern fast steamers—in 
their firerooms—is inevitable under the present 
system of engineering unless better protection 
is given to every vessel or chamber whieh con- 
tains live steam. All high-speed ships carry 
150 pounds pressure in their boilers. The tem- 


peers of steam at this pressure is 358°, and 
Oilers with this pressure on are tremendous 
radiators, which simply roast every one in the 
ship. The engineers suffer almost as much as 
the firemen. One remedy is thoroughly to lag 
every hot surface on the ship and prevent 
radiation. Si is not half done jn a majority 
of cases;.in some it is not done at all. Tne 
reason is that lagging costs money in the first 
instance—a good deal, too, on a large ship—and 
when the managing director, who is usually a 
man wholly unfitted to deal with questions of 
economy in engineering, sees the expense of 
lagging he won’t have it. Putting in blowers, 
or making holes avy where to ‘et cold air in, is 
only making holes in the companies’ pocket. 
We don’t want cold boiler rooms or cold engine 
rooms; we want them as bot as they can be 
where men @an live comfortably. I am unable 
to see how reducing the revolutiuns from 85 or 
90 to 70 would reduces the heat. Steam is just 
as hot at 70 revolutions per minute as it is at 
EGBERT P. WATSON,

LEGACIES TO BE TAXED. 
Surrogate Ransom has decided the collateral 
inheritance tax disputes under the will of Hen- 
Yrietta A. Lenox. She left $100,000 to the 
Lenox Library, $50,000 to the Board of Home 
Missions of the Presbyterian Church, $50,000 
to the Board ot Foreign Missions of the Pres- 


byterian Church, $10,000 to the Presbyterian 
ome for Agea Women, $5,000 to the New- 
York Association for the Improvement of the 
Condition of the Poor, $25.000 to the American 
Bible Society, and $10,000 to the General As- 
sembly of the Presbyterian Church. 

There was a contest as to which of these be- 
quests were and which were not subject to the 
collateral inheritanee tax. Surrogate Ransom 
says the Lenox Library bequest is exempt, as 
is all property of incorporated libraries under 
the law of 1870. The legacy to the American 
Bible Society is subjeet to tax. The Presby- 
terlan Home for Aged Women charges board 
for its inmates, and therefore should be taxed. 
The Presbyterian General Assembly bequest is 
subject to the tax. The New-York Association 
for the Improvement of the Condition of the 
Poor is exempt, as its work is purely charit- 
able and of such a nature as entitles it to be 
called an almshouse. He gives no decisions on 
the bequesta to the two Presbyterian Boards of 
Missions, as there is an appeal pending.
